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BLAINE AND HIS BIG HOUSE 


ACANDIDATE WHO HIRES LABOR 
AT CHEAP RATES. 
REMARKABLE PARSIMONY OF THE MAN 
FROM MAINE—HIS BUILDING CONTRACT- 

ORS LOSE MUCH MONEY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—When Mr. Blaine 
was in Ohio the fact was widely circulated that, 
in a dispute with the man who built his mansion 
in this city, he had declared that $2 a day 
was enough for any carpenter or journey- 
man and a dollar a day for a common 
laborer. Blaine telegraphed to Washington for 
a denial of this assertion. Secretary McPherson, 
of the Republican Congressional committee, 
drew up a flat denial of the charge, and asked 
Robert I. Fleming, a builder, to sign it. Mr. 
Fleming was one of the two Referees to whom 
was referred the contractor's bill for extra work 
on Blaine’s residence, which was disputed by the 
present candidate. Finding it bearing too 
strong a resemblance to the more famous 
inclosure in the letter Warren Fisher 
did not burn, Mr. Fleming deciined 
to sign this ready-made denial, on the ground 
that he did not know its contents to be true. 
The most that Secretary McPherson could get 
wasa simple statement, signed by Mr. Fleming 
and W. B. Gray, the other Referee, to the effect 
that they awarded Robert Davidson & Co., the 
builders of the Blaine house, $9,783 of a disputed 
bill of about $15,000. Then the Blaine managers 
announced with a flourish that they had a com- 
plete denial of all that was charged against the 
man from Maine. 

The facts about the matter are these: The 
Blaine residence, as it stands, cost about $65,000. 
One of the Referees mentioned, says it could not 
be duplicated for less than $90,000. Davidson & 
Co. bid about $50,000 for the job. This was 
several thousand dollars less than any other bid. 
lt was made low because the principal con- 
tractor had some Government contracts 
on hand and hoped for favors in that 
direction through Secretary of State Blaine. 
He lost heavily in the _ transaction. 
Many changes in the plans for the house were 
ordered by Blaine asthe work proceeded. For 
the extra materiai and work thus caused a bill 
wasrendered for about $15,000. Mr. Blaine re- 
fused to pay it, but finally agreed, in writing, to 
abide by the decision of Messrs. Fleming and 
Gray. These HKeferees cut the bill down to 
$9,753. This sum was made up of about 50 
items. Mr. Biaine objected to each item, 
including those for the pay of — car- 
penters and laborers, which were put by 
the Referees at the lowest prevailing rates of 
wages. The Referees, however, refused to make 
a smail-allowance and he had to yield, being 
bound in writing. During the dispute one of 
the Referees told Mr. Blaine that if he paid the 
bill for extras and gave the contractors $5,000 as 
BA present, they would not be getting too much 
for their work, for they had lost money on the 
job. Blaine replied that he had nothing to do 
with the losses of the contractors. He believed 
be was being swindled, he added, and he had no 
sympathy with the builder.

REPLYING TO MR. BLAINE. 
SENATOR BROWN ON THE ALLEGED DIS- 
FRANCHISEMENT OF THE NEGROES. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 28.—At the Democrat- 
ic mass meeting held in Atlanta to-night under 
the auspices of the Young Men’s Democratic 
League, Gov. McDaniel, Congressman Hammond, 
United States Senator Joseph E. Brown, and 
other prominent gentiemen spoke. Sen- 
ator Brown confined his speech of about 
an hour to Mr. Blaine. He stated that 
Mr. Blaine, the Republican candidate, 
had until within a very recent period showna 
disposition to conduct the campaign upon other 
issues and not to appeal to sectional prejudices 
and sectional hate. If correctly reported, Mr. 
Blaine’s hints at the disfranchisement of the ne- 
groes of the South on the ground that the Re- 


publican Party, with the aid of the colored vote, 
is unable to control the South. He states thata 
large element in the South of colored votes— 
which entitles the South, on account of the 
colored people, to 37 members of Congress and 
37 members of the Electoral Congress—is abso- 
Jutely denied in the Electoral College, as the 
Democrats carry all the States where this vote 
exists, and denounces this as unjust and unfair. 
Now, I would most respectfully suggest that 
Mr. Blaine shoula look a httle nearer home 
to the state of things there. The whole co)- 
ored population of the 16 Southern States 
amounted in the last census to 6,044,657, 
Counting one vote for every five of the popula- 
tion, which is about the standard, they would 
represent 1,208,931. Of this number more than 
208.931 act with the Democratic party, leaving, in’ 
round numbers, 1,000,000 of colored men over 21 
in the whole South, and, counting every one of 
them voters, there is in the South a minor- 
it of 1,000,000 of colored Republicans. 
They have had representation in the Electoral 
College in several instances since the war. So 
much forthe disfranchisement in the Electoral 
College of the colored people of the South. Now, 
how does it stand as to the disfranchisement of 
the Democrats in the Northern States? 1 have 
stated the number of the colored people, ac- 
cording to the last census, ip the 16 States, and 
have shown that there are not 1,000,000 
of legal Republican voters in the 16 States. Now 
let us take 16 Northern States, and there are that 
number, in neither of which the Democrats have 
hada single Electoral vote in24 years. Mr. Blaine 
complains that the Southern colored voters, the 
Republican portion of whom, as everybody 
knows, are in the minority in the Southern 
States, are disfranchised so far as the Elec- 
torai College is concerned. I reply that 
the Democrats in the 16 Northern States 
which are always solid against the Democracy 
bave been disfranchised, so far as the Electoral 
College is concerned, for 24 years, and never had 
h single representative in that college during 
that period for either of these States.” In conclud- 
inghe said: “ Surely it is time that such appeals 
to the worst passions of our nature should be 
discountenanced by the honest, sober, thinking, 
righteous people of the section where it is con- 
jtantly attempted to be used for political ends.”

ENTHUSIASM FOR CBREVELAND. 
A GREAT MEETING IN BUFFALO—RESULTS 
OF A CANVASS, 

BuFrra.Lo, Oct. 28.—There was a large 
Democratic demonstration and meeting in this 
city to-night. Many of the organizations turned 
out and the streets were crowded with people to 
witness the dispiay. The meeting was an im- 
mense one—the largest the Democrats have held 
this year. Mr. Daniel N. Lockwood, the candidate 
for Congress, presided, and was received with 
enthusiasm. The orator of the evening was Mr. 
Daniel Dougherty, of Philadelphia, whose espe- 
cial theme was the danger of the Government 
from corruption. All his references to Gov. 
Cleveland calied out long-continued and hearty 
applause. When he spoke of him as the arch- 
reformer, whose election would go far to cor- 
rect the prevailing tendency toward dishonesty 
in office, the audience rose, swung their hats aud 
handkerchiefs, and cheered again and again. 

There is every indication in this city that pop- 
wlar feeling is daily strengthening in favorof 
Cleveland’s election. Republicans whose ad- 
herence to Blaine has not been questioned are 
constantly being reported for Cleveland. An 
interesting test of feeling has just been fur- 
nished by the Democratic Legion. Ata recent 
meeting $00 blanks were given out to as many 
members, those a. them being instructed 
to fill in the names an@’addresses of Republicans 
they found who were going to vote 
for Cleveland, and also of Democrats who 
were going to vote for Biaine. At the latest 
accounts about 130 of these blanks had been re- 
turned. They show an aggregate of 700 Cieve- 
land Kepublicans and 30 Siaine Democrats. 
These Cleveland Republicans are mostly work- 
ingmen, who would not have been heard from if 
they had not been looked up, and few, if any of 
their names, are on the books of the Cleveland 
Republican organization. That organization is 
still hard at work and steadily increasing in 

membership. It is now believed, therefore, that 
the aggregute Cieveland Kepublican vote will 
considerabiy exceed previous calculations.

JUMPING IN HER FRIGHT. 


A PLUCKY BARTENDER SAVES TWO WOMEN 
FROM THE FLAMES. 


A fire occurred last evening in the res- 
taurant and lager beer saloon of Fritz 
Bomeister, on the ground floor of the three- 
story brick building No. 151 Third-avenue, 
which imperiled the lives of two women on the 
second floor of the building. One was res- 
cued uninjured, but the other, becom- 
ing frightened, jumped from the awning 


in front of the building and fractured 
her right leg. Bomeister had occupied the 
establishment for about four months. His sis- 
ter, Louisa Hack, 31 years of age, and weighing 
180 pounds, lived in apartments on the second 
fioor. Lucretia Puesgesky, a Bohemian seam- 
stress, was with herin her room when the fire 
broke out. 

The tlames were started by the upsetting of a 
kerosene lamp inthe kitchen under the restau- 
rant shortly before 6 o’clock last evening. The 
cook, in endeavoring to extinguish the flames, 
hed his hair and eyebrows singed and 
ran out of the place. The flames and 
smoke rushed up the dumb waiter into the 
saioon and the customers beut a hasty retreat. 
Louis Lange, the barkeeper, who had beena 
sailor in the Austrian Navy, rushed up stairs to 
the aid of the two women on the second fioor. 
Owing to the rapid spread of the fames and smoke 
their exit by the stairway was cutoff. Lange 
brought them to a front window on the second 
floor, opened it, and assisted the women out of 
the window to a narrow awning on which 
they gained a _ perilous foothold. Taking 
Miss Peisgesky in his arms he lowered 
himself down an iron stanchion to the sidewalk 
reaching it in safety with his burden. He then 
climed up the stanchion to the aid of Mrs. Hack, 
but before he reached her the woman became 
frightened and jumped into the street. She 
fell heavily on the sidewalk, and when picked 
up it was found that herright leg was fractured. 
The woman was taken to the New-York Hos- 
pital. The fire was soon extinguished by the 
firemen, but the damage to the building and 
contents is estimated at $2,000.

There is a tastefully decorated wine room, where 
the “New Era” beer, which bears a brand 
alleging it to be non-alcoholic, is on draught. On 
next Monday Armory Hall will be opened as a 
variety theatre, and during this week a dance 
will be carried on as in former days. 

Billy McGiory, the former proprietor of 
Armory Hall, was found in *“* Buckley’s Hotei,” 
a lodging house over the dancing floor. “I’ve 
given up the dance house business,” he said, 
“and I’m going to run this hotel instead. The 
last words Jerry McAuley said to me was: 
‘Lilly, give up the dance business and yo into 
the lodging house business,’ and I believe he 
was right. I’m going to try it anyhow.” 

Kane, the new proprietor, said: ** McGlory has 
nothing more to do with the place. I’ve got a 
theatrical license and I’m going to give Armory 
Hail a new reputation. I’m giving dances during 
the week so as to let the young people know that 
the place is to be opened. McGlory has gone into 
the hotel business.” 

There were from 40 to 50 young people dancing 
quadrilles and waltzes last night in Armory Hall, 
but they all left at an early hour, and there was 
none of the revelry that characterized the former 
entertainments at McGlory’s famous resort.

FEELING SURE OF HIS ELECTION AND BY 
REPUBLICAN VOTES, 

A great many Republicans were found 
yesterday who do not share Senator Frederick 
S. Gibbs’s opinion that he will be elect- 
ed Mayor. Mr. Gibbs himself emphatic- 
ally declared last night that he 
would not only be _ elected, but that 
he would also poll a heavier vote in John J. 
O’Brien’s district than any other Republican 


candidate. Mr. O’Brien, he asserted, would hon- 
estly support him. ‘* I expect,” he said, ** to re- 
receive from 90,000 to 95,000 votes in 
this city.” He was whether that 
would not imply the Blaine people 
are satisfied that any deal which might be made 
would not transfer enough votes to save Blaine, 
and that his managers had therefore abandoned 
the State. Mr. Gibbs replied that he did not know 
about that; he guessed the Blaine ticket would 
get along somehow. 

Lewis J. Phillips, who was first nominated for 
Mayor by the O’Brien machine, and was 
then moved down to tke _ position of 
candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, has declined to be a_ candi- 
date for even that position. The Republican 
Executive Committee will have to fill the va- 
cancy, and the name of Aiderman John C. 
O’Connor, of the Eleventh District, may be se- 
lected. The name of ex-Alderman John W. 
Jacobus has also been mentioned for the place. 

The James O’Brien Democracy will have a con- 
ference this afternoon to decide which candi- 
dates it will support, it ‘being understood that 
several of the gentlemen selected at Saturday 
night’s convention will not allow their names to 
be used. Hugh J. Grant will probably be in- 
dorsed for Mayor.

NOT MURDER, BUT MANSLAUGHTER. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 28.—The tral of Gilbert 
W. Hazeltine, of Jamestown, tor the mur- 

der of Mamie Thorpe, was brought to 
a close at 8 o’clock to-night in the Crim- 
inal Court. The case was given to the 
jury at 4:30 P. M. The court room was 
packed toits full capacity, and as soon asthe 
prisoner was placed in the dock and the jury in 
their box, Judge Phelps admonished those pres- 
ent that any demonstration on the rendition of 
the verdict would be punished. When Hazel- 
tine was told to stand up, his face 
blanched and his whole frame was tremu- 
lous. The jury were then called and 
rendered a verdict of “Not guilty of murder, 
but guilty of manslaughter.” 

As soon us the verdict was rendered the face of 
the prisoner flushed, and he appeared to appre- 
ciate the narrow escape he had made. He was 
then remanded to await sentence. The penalty 
isimprisonment for not less than two nor more 
thun ten years 1n the penitentiary.

HUGH MCULLOCH ACCEPTS THE 
TREASURY PORTFOLIO, 
SECRETARY GRESHAM APPOINTED A CIR- 

CUIT COURT JUDGE—THE CHANGE SUD- 

DEN, BUT NOT UNEXPECTED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Somewhat sud- 
denly, but not unexpectedly, Walter Q. Gresham 
to-day surrendered the Treasury portfolio, and 
ceased to be a member of President Arthur's 
Cabinet. His place will be taken by the Hon. 
Hugh McCulloch, who was appointed Sec- 
retary of the Treasury this afternoon, 
and will assume the duties of that 
office to-morrow morning. At the same time 
that he surrendered the Secretaryship Judge 
Gresham received the appointment of United 
States Circuit Judge for the Seventh Circuit, to 
succeed Judge Drummond, whose resignation 
has long been peading. The ex-Secretary will 
leave tor Indiana at once to take his new place 
upon the bench. Unless death again finds a vic- 
tim in Mr. Arthur’s Cabinet these changes are 
probably the last tiat will be made in that body. 
Although few persons had believed that Judge 
Gresham’s appointment to succeed Secretary 
Folger was a permanent one his retirement 
came without warning. With or without reason 
Judge Gresham’s departure is a relief to more 
than one person connected with the Treasury 
Department. While at the head of the Post 
Office Department he made it part of his 
business to know what was going on in 
every division and bureau under his charge, 
and as a consequence irregularities were uncoy- 
ered and unworthy subordinates were dismissed. 
He carried the same notions with him tothe 
Treasury Department, and had already begun 
there inquiries regarding the business of various 
bureaus in a way too earnest to please some of 
the officers under him. Hence, in some quarters 
nv real regret is felt at the change, although 


there is no reason to suppose that Secretary Mc- 
Culloch will not post himself on the doings of 
hissubordinates as thoroughly as Judge Gresham 
was doing. 

Up to the close of business to-day Judge 
Gresham was engaged in investigating the 
charges recently made by ex-Clerk Barker, and 
Col. George Bliss was before him as counsel for 
Marshal Erhardt, who wasfaccused by Barker of 
having an improper account for Deputy Mar- 
shals settied in the First Controlier’s oftice. 
Controller Lawrence is emphatic in_ the 
assertion that his office is not being 
investigated, but it is beiieved that Secretary 
Gresham was engaged in an examination of its 
affairs, very ciosely resembling an investigation. 
He was, it is understood, specially anxious to 
jlearn why it wasthat he knew nothing of the 
strange circumstances under which the Florida 
land claim for over $16,000 reached the warrant 
division untilafter Barker’s charges had been 
made public. Whether or not Secretary Mc- 
Culloch will be as inquisitive, is a question some 
of the department officers would like to hear 
answered in the negative. 

In connection with the present attitude of the 
two parties on the tariff question, the views heid 
by Secretary McCulloch on that subject are re- 
called here with interest. In his annual report 
as Secretary of the Treasury for the year 1868 
Mr. McCulloch wrote: * There will be in the 
future, as there have been in the past, widely 
different opinions upon this long vexed and very 
important subject; but the indications are de- 
cided that the more enlightened sentiment of 
the country demands that the tariff shall here- 
atter be a tariff for revenue and not for protec- 
tion, and that the revenues to be derived from 
it shall be no larger than, in connection with 
those received fron® other sources, will be re- 
quired for the economical administration of the 
Government, the maintenance of the public 
faith,and the gradual extinguishment of the 
public debt. While the country is not at pres- 
ent, and may not be for many years to come, 
prepared for the abrogation of all restrictions 
upon foreign commerce, it is unquestionably 
prepared for a revenue tariff.” 

Hugh McCulloch, who was yesterday appoint- 
ed Secretary of the Treasury by President 
Arthur, is of Scotch descent, and was born in 
Kennebunk Port, Me., in 1810. He entered Bow- 
doin College, but was obliged to discontinue his 
studies after one year’s attendance on account 
of his health. After teaching school for two 
years he studied law, and went to Boston in 1832. 
‘he following year he settled in Fort Wayne, 
Ind.,and began the practice of his profession, 
in which he continued until 1835, when he 
assumed the management of a branch of 
the State Bank of Indiana. He was elected 
a Director of the bank in 1536, and continued to 
act as manager and Cashier of the Fort Wayne 
branch until the expiration of the charter in 
1855. During these 20 years Mr. McCulloch gained 
considerable fame as a financier, and in 1856 he 
was unanimously elected President of a new 
banking concern known us the Bank of the State 
of Indiana, with an authorized capital of 
$6,000,000 and 20 branches. In this capacity 
his reputation as a_ financicr increased, 
and in April, 1863, Secretary Chase _ ten- 
dered him the position of Controller of the 
Currency under the National Banking law. 
When Secretary Fessenden retired from the 
Treasury Department in March, 1865, Mr. McCul- 
loch was appointed Secretary of the Treasury by. 
President Lincoln. He held this position throug 
the Administration of Andrew Johnson and re- 
tired in 1869. After this Mr. McCulloch became 
the London partner inthe firm of Jay Cooke & 
Co.,and for several years pust he has acted as 
President and Manager of the American Council 
of Foreign Bondholders.

HOW A THIEF WAS CAPTURED. 


HE VISITS HIS ACCOMPLICE IN JAIL AND IS 
CAUGHT BY THE SHERIFF. 


Port Jervis, N. Y., Oct. 28.—A peculiar 
case of capturing a horse thief occurred at Mil- 
ford, eight miles below here, on Sunday last. 
At the last term of the Pike County Court, held 
at Milford Jast week, a young man named Fred 
Drake was found guilty of stealing a valuable 
horse, the property of John Quinn, his brother- 
in-law, who resides on the Milford road, about 
three miles below this village, on a large farm, 
where Drake had been employed as a farmhand. 
When arraigned at the trial he‘pleaded guilty to 


the charge of horse stealing, and was sentenced 
to seven years in the Eastern Penitentiary at 
Philadelphia. From Drake it was learned that 
he had an accomplice in the horse stealing, and 
the Grand ‘+ accordingly indicted a man 
named Amzi White, and a warrant was issued 
for his arrest. Greatly to the surprise of Sheriff 
Williamson, the very man White, for whom he 
bad a warrant, accompanied by Drake’s wife, 
visited the jail to ~_ vood-bye to Drake, soon to 
be transferred to Philadelphia. The keen o'’d 
Sheriff invited White into a cell adjoining that 
occupied by Drake, and after he had locked and 
otherwise securely fastened the doors he read 
to the astonished man the warrant for his ar- 
rest. White was dumfounded, as he hada not 
learned that he was even suspected, let alone in- 
dicted, for the offense of horse stealing. 

It appears that since Drake’s arrest his wife, a 
comely woman aged about 20 years, has, together 
with her child, been living at White's house, at 
Pond Eddy, about eight miles west of here, on 
the Erie Road,andon Sunday last she impor- 
tuned White to drive her to Milford, so that she 
might take leave of her busband. Mrs. Drake 
was greatly affected over the arrest of White, 
and wept constantly while she talked to him 
through the cell door, and had all the appear- 
ance of being greatly enamored of him, while 
she paid no attention to her husband, who occu- 
pied the next cell. Her whole anxiety seemed 
to be for the welfare of White, and between 
her sobs’ she managed to tell the crowd 
that he was innocent of the crime charged by 
her husband, and that she could prove it inas- 
much as White was at home and at work on the 
day of the alleged stealing. She seemed to be 
completely infatuated with White, and did not 
seem to care what became of ber husband—he 
was dead anyway, for seven years—and White 
was apparently her second choice in the race for 
life. A ludicrous aspect of the case was the fact 
that Wnite drove a baiky horse to Miiford, one 
which he claimed nobody but himseit could{man- 
age, and what to do with the animal Mrs. Drake 
did not know, as shé was afraid of it, and know- 
ing no one in Milford she did not know how to 
get to her home at Pond Eddy. In this 
dilemma, White, in the most innocent man- 
ner possible, suggested that the Sheriff 
let him out and he would drive the balky horse 
and Mrs. Drake home and return the following 
morning and give himself up. It is almost need- 
less to remark that the Sheriff did not accept of 
this generous proposition, and White still lan- 
guishes in jail awaiting bis trial and strongly 
protesting hisinnocence. After endeavoring for 
several hours to get some one to drive her home 
to Pond Eddy Mrs. Drake at nightfall started 
out alone with the baiky horse, and nothing has 
been learned of her since. 

The affair has been the talk of the quaint old 
town of Milford since the facts have been made 
known, and White's trial as accessory will soon 
take place.

TRYING TO ELECT A BISHOP.

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 
IN MARYLAND. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 28.—A special session of 
the;Protestant Episcopai Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Maryland began this morning at St. Peter's 
Church, for the purpose of electing a Bishop to 
fiil the chair left vacant by the death of the 
Right Rev. Dr. William Pinkney. As this is the 
second convention held for this purpose, much 
interest was manifested. At the last convention 
in May, two days were spent in casting 13 ballots, 


during which the Rev. Dr. J. H. Eccleston, of 
Emmanue! Church, Baltimore, received 62 votes 
—not quite a majority. The Rev. Dr. George 
Leeds, of Grace Church, Baltimore, has recovered 
his health, which has gained for him many 
friends who declined to vote for him at the last 
session on account of ill health. 

The convention was called to order by the 
Rev. Dr. George Leeds. After the reading of 
several minor reports the election for Bishop 
was proceeded with. On the first ballot the vote 
wasas tollows: Dr. Leeds, 52; Dr. Eccleston, 82; 
scattering, 15. There was no choice. The second 
ballot gave Dr. Leeds 53, Dr. Eccleston, 56, the 
Rev. Campbell Fair, 5; seattering, 8 Again 
there was no choice, as 82 votes were necessary 
toachoice. The eleventh ballot resulted as fol- 
lows: Dr. Eccleston, 50; Leeds, 64; scattering, 
14, the total number being 128; necessary toa 
choice, 86. At 10 P. M. the convention adjourned 
until to-morrow, when balloting will be resumed. 
There are no indications whatever of an election 
being soon reached. Each faction seems deter- 
mined ana obstinate as at the session last May, 
and from present appearances the present con- 
vention will reach a similar end, resulting in no 
election.

GLADSTONE UPBRAIDS THE IRISH. 

THEIR COURSE DEPRECATED IN EMPHATIC 
LANGUAGE, 

Lonpon, Oct. 28.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Lord Randolph Churchill gave 
notice that he would offer an amendmect to the 
address in reply to the speech from the throne 
censuring the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
President of the Board of Trade, “ for inciting 
by his speeches interference with the freedom 
of political discussion and justifying riot and 
disorders.”’ 

Mr. Gladstone spoke in strong disapprobation 
of the Irish members for their strictures on 
Earl Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland.

There is said to bea club of 60 at Bridge- 
port and other clubs at Norwalk, Stamford, 
and Danbury. If there are 75in Hartford, which 
has 9,000 votes, it cannot be expected that the 
whole Irish Blaine vote, if the disaffection 
equal all over the State, which it 
plainly is not, will reach 1,400 votes, or 

1 per cent. The Greenbackers, or But- 

ler men, are strongest where they have 


always had some votes before. They have had 
112 votes in Hartford, 8i in Windsor, 47 in New- 
Haven, 50 in Meriden, 95 in Naugatuck, 30 in 
Bridgeport, and in 1882 did not poll 1 per cent. of 
the whole vote. Their greatest strength is to-day 
in the towns named, and the most careful search 
bas failed to discover any signs that would jus- 
tify a prediction that they will poll a vote larger 
than that of 1882. It they were of the silent sort 
of people,a surprise might be expected from 
them. They are not of the silent sort. 

Opposed to Gov. Waller is Mr. Henry B. Harri- 
son, of New-Haven. No man could have felt 
more contident of successthan he might until, 
shortly after his nomination, he gratuitously 
challenged the opposition of the anti-Blaine Re- 
publicans by coming to the defense of Blaing 
and asserting his cold decision that there wag 
nothing in Blaine’s career that wus not consist« 
ent with the strictest honor and integmty. This 
was aslap in the face of every independent wha 
had read Blaine’s record and felt as weil quali- 
fied as Mr. Harrison to judge of the im- 
ort of English words and sentences. 

Vitnh one tell swoop Mr. Harrison drove 
from his support nearly the whole in- 
dependent vote. This opposition does not ap- 
eur to extend to the whole State ticket. I have 

eard independents speak very well of the other 
candidates, and Mr. Luzerne L Munson, the can- 
didate for Controller, whom I met at Waterbury, 
was not only commended warmly by the inde- 
pendents but he told me that he had yet to hear 
of a Kepublican of any description who would 
vote against him. It may be taken as one of the 
indications that the Democrats have ‘ the call” 
in this State, that Waller’s victory over Harrison 
is quite generaliy regarded as a-sured. If itis 
easy to elect Waller it ought to be easier to 
elect the Cleveland Electoral ticket, for Waller, 
as I have said,must have a majority, while 
Cleveland has only to get a plurality for his elec- 
tion.. Chairman Harrison, of the Republican 
Central Committee, intimated his doubt about 
the result wnen he said that Harvison had a 
double chance, for the vote might not show u 
majority for either candidate for Governor and 
that would throw the election upon the Legisla- 
ture, which is said to be Republican. 

The Congressional delegation from Connec- 
ticut is not likely to be changed. The prospect 
is that the Democrats will again have three out 
of the four menrbers. Chairman Harrison, Re- 
publican, says the Republicans will elect Ward 
inthe Third District and perbaps Buck in the 
First. But there isa strong candidate—ex-Sen- 
ator Eaton—in the First, and Mr. Buck is not so 
popular in his own party ashe might be. The 
Second District, which the Republican managers 
believe might have been carried, has been lost 
through mismanagement. Charlies H. Pine 
was nominated, but a dispute which arose as 
to the raanner in which he had secured 
the nomination led him to withdraw, 
and Col. Henry M. Allen was nominated 
in his place to lead a forlorn hope. Representa- 
tive Mitchell, who was renominated by the 
Democrats, appears to be reasonably sure of a 
re-election in spite of the fact that be voted 
in Congress in favor of a reduction of the war 
taxes. Inthe Fourth District, where the Demo- 
crats have renominated Representative Edward 
W. Seymour, the Kepublicans have named Ly- 
man W. Coe, a strong protectionist. The dis- 
trict was carried by the Ktepublicans in 1880, al- 
though it is the district which sent W. H. Bar- 
num to Congress, and has always been regarded 
as Democratic. Mr. Barnum is said to be inter- 
ested now in seeing it kept in the Democratic 
ranks, and Mr. Seymour is doing his best to see 
that Mr. Barnum is not disappointed. 

The Greenbackers have also nominated candi- 
dates for Congress in the four districts. In the 
First, Albert F. Andrews; in the Second, Henry 
©. Baldwin, of Naugatuck; in the Third, James 
C. Vallette, and in the Fourth, James S. Taylor. 
The Greenbackers do not expect to do much for 
Andrews in the First. It may be because the 
Republicans cannot spare anything from Buck, 
and partly because the movement does not muke 
any head against Mr. Eaton, the Democratic 
candidate, for the reason that he isa moderate 
yrotectionist. in the Second District, where 

aldwim is the candidate, and where the Demo- 
crats are strong, the Butler men hope to 
do a great deal toward beating Mitchell, but 
don’t say they will beat him. The Butler- 
Blaine character of the third party is shown 
distinctly by their method. Here they attacka 
Democratic majority. Look about the State 
and you will find them making their greatest 
boasts and boldest claims in Hartford, in New- 
Haven, Waterbury, Bridgeport, Danbury—all 
Democratic strongholds. The ‘Republican 
steerers of Butler’s boom appear to have 
decided that the Democrat must pepe nese'a: § 
be a gullible fellow, incapable of seeing throug 
Butler’s humbuggery, and have determined to 
eatch some thousands of them with the aid of 
a few banners, Tom Grady, anda spare supply 
ofrum. Inthe Third District, where they havo 
nominated James C. Vallette, no effort 
will be made to reduce the majority of 
Wait, the Republican candidate, but such as- 
sistance as can be drawn from Jobnson, the 
Democratic candidate, will be accepted. It will 
probably be insignificant. The best energies of 
the Butler menin the Fourth District, and par- 
ticularly in the neighborhood of Danbury, will 
be directed to capturing Democratic votes that 
would naturally goto Seymour. This will help 
Coe, who hopes to ** redeem” the district for the 
Republicans. As the district is a very close one, 
and the tariff issue is being discussed desperately 
by the Republicans, Taylor may serve his pur- 
pose in helping the Republicans to gain one Rep- 
resentative. 

One great disadvantage that the Blaine and 
Butler campaign is laboring under in Connecti- 
cut is the fact that the State press is not all one 
way, and that the admirable etforts of the State 
press are wonderfully supplemented by the met- 
ropolitan newspapers, which reach the breakfast 
table and the counting rooms and workshops 

ractically as early es they do tneir readers in 
New-York. Every independent Republican in the 
State feels that he is one of a large and resolute 
band of men protesting in the only effective 
way against a nomination which, if ratified, 
might absolutely break up the Republican Party.

REV. JAMES FREEMAN CLARKE 
MAKES SOME TELLING POINTS. 
REASONS GIVEN TO BOSTON INDEPENDENTS 

WHY THE ELECTION OF A PRESIDENT 


LIKE CLEVELAND IS DESIRED. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—At one of the largest 
meetings of bolters held to-night in the 
Charlestown district, the Rev. James Free- 
mah Clarke spoke at length largely in 
reply to Senator MHoar's criticism of 
his course. Senator Hoar haa asked substan- 
tially, “How can Mr. Clarke vote for Gov. 
Cleveland for President when, if elected, 
he will be chosen by the votes of 
some States where the colored voters who 
would vote the Republican ticket have been in- 
timidated and prevented from voting in former 
years, and will no doubt be so prevented 
at the present election? If not for 
this intimidation neither South Carolina 
nor Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, or Florida 
would vote the Democratic ticket. Cleveland 
cannot honestly be elected by a majority 
of votes, therefore Mr. Clarke ought not to 
vote for him.” Mr. Clarke said that be fully 


agreed with Mr. Hoar as to the crime and 
evil of all fraud in the ballot box, bribery 
at the polls, intimidation of voters by 
capitalists, by demagogues, by Southern white 
men or black men, by those who compel Gov- 
ernment officers to go to the polls under 
threats of losing their situations, tissue bal- 
lots, repeaters, imported voters, false returns~- 
these should be denounced and punished as 
crimes against liberty, order, and the life 
of the Nation. But he wished to remind 
Senator Hoar that on one _ occasion he 
had an opportunity to inquire into such crimes 
as these and refused todoso. Mr. Clarke here 
recalled the Electoral Commission of 1877, of 
which Mr. Hoar was a member when the 
commission decided instantly by a vote of 8 to7 
not to go behind the apparent returns injorder to 
search for the real truth. Mr.*Hoar and his 
friends, Mr. Clarke said, refused to examine 
the evidence offered them to show that Tilden 
and not Hayes was lawfully elected. They 
steadily voted 8 to 7 against asking if 
fraud had or had not been committed. 
They were good men, and no doubt  be- 
lieved they were doing right. But they 
gave the Presidency to r. Hayes when 
they had ood reasons offered them to 
show that Tilden had been reall chosen. 
At that time Senator Hoar and the other Repub- 
lican members of the commission had an oppor- 
tunity such as seldom comesto men of doing 4& 
great act of justice in opposition to party preju- 
dice and fear. 

‘Mr. Hoar says that I have buttoned up my 
ears and my understanding and refuse to 
listen to this question of Southern frauds 
at all,” said Mr. Clarke. “What did 
he do at that time but exactly that. I have not 
been appointed to inquire into Southern 
frauds. I have no means of getting 
evidence about them. He was appointed 
for that most solemn purpose. He had the evi- 
dence offered to him. If he then refused to con- 
sider it, what right has he to ask me to investi- 
gate it now?” 

Mr. Clarke asked Mr. Hoar if it is not possi- 
ble that the surest way to break up the 
solid South will be the breaking up of the 
solid North? It is the breaking up of 
varties at the South which will give the vote 
to the colored people. We shail see that 
change come with a Democratic Ad- 
ministration. New issues will arise. The 

uestion of revenue reform will be agitated, 

here will be a protective party and a revenue 
reform party at the South. Each will seek the vote 
of the color d people, each defend it, and claim 
its rights. All our voting ina solid North will 
not do this. but the breaking up of the solid 
North may probably accomplish it in a few 
years. Mr. Clarke said that he would not 
share the tear of great dangers which many ap- 
prehend from a Democratic Administra- 
tion. What we want in the Presidential 
chair is an honest man, whether he be 
a Republican or a Democrat; a man who 
will appoint good Judges; who cannot be cor- 
rupted by wealthy corporations: who is able to 
resist bad elementsin his own party; who has 
the courage to punish the rings who plunder the 
Treasury. 

We want a President who will veto bad laws, 
even when they come from hisown party; who 
will not allow the Nation to drift toward an 
unnecessary war: who will carry vut civil 
service reform honestly: who will appoint to 
business offices the best man whether of his 
own party or that of his opponents, 
and who will be able to do _ this 
because he will come into power urtrammeled 
by obligations to any machine, Mr. Cleveland 
has shown himself capable of such a course 
as this. Few people will maintain that 
Mr. Biaine is able to doit. There is very much 
timidity regarding the incoming of the 
Democracy. Mr. Emerson told us long 
ago, as Mr. Hoar will remember, that 
“We must calla popgun a popgun, though the 
ancient and honorable of the worid call it ‘the 
crack of doom.’ The coming into power of the 
Democracy is only a popgan; it is not ‘the 
track of doom.’”

A row of grave-faced, reverend men sat 
upon the platform in the Brooklyn Rink 
last evening and faced a large audience, 
which seemed eager to listen to criti- 
cisms upon the course of the Rey. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher in the present cam- 
paign. “lama member of Plymouth Church.” 
said Prof. Rossiter, “aud I love Henry Ward 
Beecher [slight hisses] ardently, and I believe in 


his sincerity and his generosity of purpose ab- 
solutely. Although he has exposed himself to 
just and severe criticism, let not mine be the 
voice to speakaguinst him. Icannot express my 
amazement and yrief at hiscourse. I shall not 
mourn more when he dies.”’ 

After a short address by Assemblyman Walter 
Howe, Gen. Fremont entered the hall amid. 
cheers and waving of handkerchiefs, which con- 
tinued for five minutes. He brought them hope 
and encouragement from the West, he said. 
After deriding those “ light heads” who wanted 
a change, Mr, S. V. White, the next speaker. 
one of Mr. Beecher’s Deacons, spoke o 
his Pastor’s course. “I intend,” said 
he, “justiy and _ kindly to review the 
positions in which Mr. Beccber—(Hiseea} 98 | 
don’t hiss that name; I love it too well—has 
placed himself by his late utterances. He has 
made a great gulf between nimself, the Repub- 
lican Party, and its leader, James G. Blaine. 
Either Mr. Beecher or the Republican Party has 
changed, and the change has been in Beecher. I 
shall quote only from his own utterances.” 
Here the speaker read a note written by Mr. 
Beecher in 1880 in answer to a request from Mr. 
Studwell, of Brooklyn, to take part in a ratifica- 
tion meeting of the Republican candidate who 
should be chosen at the convention, to the effect 
that he preferred Grant for the third term, but 
that there were other good men, and whomso- 
a the convention should select he would sup- 
port.

GERMANS IN FAVOR OF BLAINE. 

The German Veterans’ Blaine and Logan 
Campaign Clubs, and the German Centra! Blaine 
and Logan Campaign Club held a large and en- 
thusiastic ratification mass meeting last evening 
at the Germania Assembly Rooms, in the Bow- 
ery. Gen. George Von Schack opened the meet- 
ing, and among the numerous Vice-Presidents 
elected were F. Kuehne, Jesse Seligman, ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer, Herman Cantor, Philip Betz, 
Capt. L. P. Reichard, Gen. Max Weber, and Wm, 
Gellman. Gen. Von Schack said that the German 
veterans were not going over to the Democracy 
as that party had boasted. They had stood by 
the Republican Party when Gen. Hancock, 
whom they all loved and esteemed, had headed 
the Democratic ticket four years ago, and they 
were not ready to go over now.

Mr. Schurz bad indignantly repudiated any such 
imputation, yet now he advocated the election 
of the man who had adopted the piatform stig- 
matizing Mr. Hayes’s election as the fraud of 
1876. Mr. Dittenhoefer then briefly referred to 
the solid South that for the past 25 years had 
-teadily presented a united front against the Re-

Should the Democrats 
carry the country the South would rule the 
North. Capt. Byland, Mr. Stackhof, of St. Louis, 
and other speakers also addressed the meeting. 
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HOW IT WILL.AFFECT A WEALTHY Coah 
CORPORATION. 

Hawtey,’Penn., Oct. 28—The comple- 
tion of the Erie and Wyoming Railroad, which 
is in reality an extension of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad from this place to 
the coal fields of the Wyoming Valley, giving 
the Erie system a direct connection with the 
richest of all the anthracite region, is likely to 
revolutionize the interests of one of the wealth- 
jest coal corporations in the country. It is said now 
that the completion of the new road is to be fol- 
lowed by the virtual abandonment by the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company of its elaborate gravity 
system of railroads between Hawley and Pittston. 
In 1838 the Pennsylvania Coal Company was 
chartered with authority to hold 1,000 acres of 
coal land, and simultaneously with that grant a 
company of Honesdale men secured a charter 


for the Washington Coal Company with a capi- 
tal of $200,000, and power to hold 2,000 acres of 
land. The Pennsylvania Coal Company began 
operations on asmall scale at Pittston, mining 
coal andshipping it by the North Branch Canal 
—a branch of the State canal—to Harrisburg 
and other local markets. The Washington 
Coal Company did nothing under its 
charter, and in 1847 it was purchased 
by William Wurts, of Philadelphia, one 
ofthe founders of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal. In the meantime Philadelphia capital- 
ists bad purchased jargely of coal land in the 
southeastern part of Luzerne County, and the 
construction of a railroad over the Moosic 
Mountain to give them a connection with the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal was being discussed. 
In 1846 a charter was obtained for the Luzerne 
and Wayne Railroad Company, with power to 
build such a_ road. Betore anything was 
done under the charter this company, the 
Washington Coal Company, and the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company were consolidated 
under the name of the latter company. and in 
1848 the railroad was commenced. it was com- 
pleted in 1850, and extended from Pittston to the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal, at Hawley, then 
only a cluster of farm houses, and known as 
Paupac Eddy. Scranton had no. existence 
then, and the railroad passed through Dun- 
more, now a suburb of Scranton. At Hawley 
the coal transported from the mines was trans- 
ferred to the boats of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal. The Pennsylvania Coal Company soon 
became one of the wealthiest corporations in the 
anthracite business. 

The mines and railroad of this company have 
enriched the entire country between the Lack- 
awaxen and the Lackawanna Valleys. The 
many and violent labor disturbances that have 
marked the history of coal operations in 
Pennsylvania never affected the employes of 
thiscompany. At the beginning of its opera- 
tions it adopted the policy of paying their 
miners fair wages for their work, fixing the 
output for each month at a certain figure. The 
profits on all coal mined during the month ex- 
ceeding the stated amount have always been 
divided with the employes. The wisdom of this 
eae J has been amply shown by the fact that 

he miners of the Pennsylvania Company have 
never joined in strikes, and the mines have never 
been forced to lie idle in consequence of such 
disturbances. 

In 1864 the Erie Railway Company built a 
branch from its main line at Lackawaxen to 
Hawley. This branch was, in fact, built with 
money furnished by the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
pany, as it wanted a more convenient and rapid 
outlet for the products of its mines than was 
given by the canal of its great rival in the busi- 
ness, to whom it was more or less subservient 
owing to the necessity for using the canal. 
With the completion of the Hawley 
branch of the Erie, the Pennsylvania Coal 
Company, Beveng, secured extensive termi- 
nal facilities at Newburg, began shipping its 
coal by rail. This led to the canal company 
bringing a suit against the coal company to re- 
cover $500,000 damages for the alleged breaking 
of atransportation contract. This suit was in 
the courts for 15 years, and was finally decided 
in favor of the coal company, the costs alone to 
the canal company being $400,000. The exten- 
sion of the Erie Road from the Hawley branch 
to Pittston, just completed, was made ostensibly 
by the Erie and Wyoming Railroad Company, 
but the company is composed of leading 
members and officers of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company and the 
Pennsylvania Coai Company. The announce- 
ment is made that the new road is to transport 
all the coal of the latter company direct from 
its mines to Newburg, thussaving transshipment 
at Hawley. The gravity road has of late years 
become highly popular as a pleasvre excursion 
route, owing to the novelty of its operation and 
the splendid scenery through which it passes, 
but the earnings furnished by such travel will 
not pay for its maintenance, and if the coal 
trade is transferred entirely to the new loco- 
motive road the abandonment of the grav- 
ity road will be a quick result. Such an 
event will be a great biow to the country 
along the road, for, while having the same ter- 
minal points, the new road does not touch at the 
localities now dependent on the _ gravity 
road. Hundreds of employes that the gravity 
road requires in its operation will be thrown out 
of work, and plant and rolling stock represent- 
ing millions of dollars will become virtually 
worthless. The people of the region are await- 
ing the final decision of the company with pain- 
ful suspense and great anxiety. 

The operations of the Erie in this vicinity and 
the presence of engineers on the old route laid 
out for the main line of the road 40 years ago, 
between Honesdale and the Starucca Valley at 
Lanesborough, have given the general impression 
that the company intends to proceed with the 
extension of the present Honesdale branch to 
Susquehanna, ‘*That the main line of the Erie 
will changed from Lackawaxen to pass over 
the Honesdale branch and so on  north- 
ward to Lanesborough at an early day there 
is not the slighest doubt in my mind,” said 
an officer of the comdany to the writer. 
“In 1876, when Mr. Jewett solicited 
money from the English stockholders for the 
making of needed improvements on the line, 
this change of route was one of the leading im- 
provements mentioned as being advisable and 
wise. The Erie having extended its road into the 
coal fields, the reappearance of engineers on the 
new route for the main line, and the visits of 
amp 2 officials of the company to the region, 
eave no doubt that the long-talked-of change is 
to be made at last. The distance between the 
Wyoming Valley and New-York is reduced 25 
miles by the new Erie and Wyoming link.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS WITH THE DIS- 
COVERY IN ALBANY.

Dr. C. 8. Merrill, at his college clinic yes- 
terday afternoon, after presenting to the students 
several patients whom he had before treated or

operated on, lectured briefly on the nature and j 


effects of,the hydrochlorate ot cocoaine, and used 
it on some of the cases in the presence of the class. 
The doctor stated that the drug was prepared 
from the leaves of tle cocoa plant and had been 
used in the throat clinics of Vienna for about a 
year—tbe throat and larynx being brushed with 
it to produce anesthesia of those ; arts for opera- 
tive work, and that the first knowledge we had 
of its action as a local anesthetic for the eye 
was from a paper by Dr. Kollar, of Vienna, read 
at the Heidelberg Congress of Ophthalmologists 
on the 1th of September, and Dr. Kollar had 
only discovered its peculiar properties two weeks 
before that meeting. 

The doctor took a young lady who was to be 
operated on for aclosure of the tear passage, and 
put eight drops of the cocoaine solution into the 
eye. Ten minutes later the eye was found to be 
so thoroughly anmsthetized that it could be 
grasped with forceps and pulled around without 
causing pain. He then did the operation without 
the patient experiencing any pain, although the 
operation without an anzesthetic is exceedingly 
painful. In another case an old man over 70 
years of age, who had long suffered from a 
severe inflammation of the deeper parts of the 
eye, was placed on the operating table and the 
cocoaine used as in the other case, but it did not 
produce entire insensibility of the parts, nor did 
it in another case where there was severe inflam- 
mation of the deeper tissues. The doctor con- 
cluded from these two cases that where there 
was such severe inflammation more of the drug 
should be used and a longer timeallowed for its 
effect to be produced. He stated that he had 
used it in normai eyes and sensation had been 
abolished in from 10 to 15 minutes and returned 
in about 30 or 40 minutes. By using it Dr. Mer- 
rill has been able to do an operation for squint, 
to remove foreign bodies from the cornea, and, 
in the case of an abscess in the middle ear, to 
lance the *“‘drum membrane” without causing 

ain. 

- The drug isa rare one and at present very ex- 
pensive, what the doctor used costing at the 
rate of $420 per ounce or $6,720 per pound. No 
doubt, as the demand for it increases it will be 
manufactured in larger quantities and become 
much cheaper. It is to be hoped that it will be 
produced in such quantities as to permit of ex- 
periments being made with it in other portions 
of the body, for we are justified in anticipating 
that it will render many of the general surgeon's 
operations painless.

BLAINE’'S QUIET RETURN 


BACK IN'THE OITY TO. BE DINED: 
AND SEEN, 

TOS REMAIN HERE THIS WEEK. FOR UR. 

FIELD'S EXCLUSIVE DINNER, RECEPTION 

OF CLERGYMEN, AND SOME PARADES, 

At about 6:30 o’clock last evening three 
picked officers of the Hoboken police force, with 
their brass mountings ina high state of polish 
and their coats, helmets, and boots brushed to 
the Queen's taste, appeared suddenly from out 
of the darkness into the bright light at 
the gate leading from the ferryhouse to 
the station of the Erie Railway. The be- 
spattered officer on duty at the ferry 
gazed at them with envious admiration. There 
were nearly 50 persons st the station gate at 6:45, 
the hour when Mr. Blaine’s train was due. Chair- 
man Warren had predicted 1n the afternoon that 
demonstrations along the route would detain the 
train at least two hours, but it rolled into the 
station at 7:05, with a pair of flags streaming 
under the headlight of the engine. 

Hardly had the cars stopped when ex-Senator 
Dolphus 8. Lynde, of St. Lawrence County, with 
a broadcloth overcoat buttoned close to his 
throat and wearing a silk hat, walked briskly 
toward the ferryhouse. He is stouter than Mr. 
Blaine and his beard is longer, but there is a re- 
semblance between them. The platform gath- 
ering mistook him for the candidate and 
ran after him, shouting ‘*0O-O-U-hi-o!” 
Mr. Blaine nearly reached the _ ferry- 
house before more than a_ score of 
people recognized him. He took the arm of 


Chairman A. §. Draper, of the State Executive 
Committee, Detective Phillips followed, bear- 
ing a huge bouquet that had been put onthe 
carsat Paterson for Mrs. Blaine. Warner Mil- 
ler, Thomas C. Platt, Bernard Biglin, Jacob 
Hess, John J. O’Brien, Postmaster Manley, of 
Augusta, and Walker Blaine were among the 
rest of the party. 

The ferryboat Jay Gould had been designated 
to carry the party across the river, and many of 
them, when within the ferry house, rushed for 
its cabin. But Mr. Blaine, when the bod 
of his attendants were safely on board, 
turned about and_ walked on the Cham- 
bers-street boat Pavonia. Three carriages 
that had been in waiting at Hoboken 
were driven on board, a few passengers bound 
for Chambers-street were put off, and the Pavo- 
nia went to Twenty-third-street, whence Mr. 
Blaine was driven to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. 
Mrs. Blaine, her daughter Maggie, and Miss 
Dodge (Gail Hamilton) were awaiting him in the 
room usually occupied by President Arthur 
when in town. Chairman Jones, Mr. Elkins, 
Secretary Fessenden, and Mr. Clarkson, of Iowa, 
all of the National Committee, dropped in later, 
but excuses were made to other callers. 

The first thing on Mr. Blaine’s programme this 
morning will be a carefully concocted scene in 
which a number of clergymen will bethe pup- 
pets. Heis to receive a number of ministers of 
divers denominations whose names will be tele- 
graphed all over the country as a complete refu- 
tation of the Mulligan letters and the Hocking 
Valley transactions. One of the reverend gen- 
tlemen, probably the Rey. Mr. Armitage, who is 
astrong Blaine partisan, will make an address 
tor the purpose of drawing out the candidate. 
The Republican National Committee has been 
especially anxious to avoid responsibility for 
this demonstration, Stephen Lb. Eikins fearing 
that the mention of his connection with the 
scheme would tend to deter clergymen from 
calling. The invitations have been sent out 
anonymously, therefore, and if only a small 
percentage of those invited really call there 
will be many ministers present. Some to whom 
the invitations have been sent have ex- 
pressed themselves as highly indignant at 
this scheme for dragging churches into the polit- 
ical canvass, but they have not been able to 
direct their indignation at any one person or set 
of persons, because no one will father the device. 
This “ impromptu” reception will both surprise 
and delight Mr. Blaine, but he will cap it with a 
speech, prepared with the care and tact that 
Mark Twain attributes to his own extempore 
efforts. This was the common interpretation 
at the hotel last night put upon Gail Hamilton’s 
presence. 

This afternoon Mr. Blaine will review the 
business men’s parade. In the evening he will 
be dined by Cyrus W. Field. He will spend to- 
morrow in Brooklyn, review the torchlight pro- 
cession fn this city on Friday, and as soon there- 
after as possible start toward home, intending 
to make one speech on the way in Connecticut 
and one in Massachusetts. 

Cyrus W. Field was very busy yesterday per- 
fecting the arrangements for his dinner to Mr. 
Blaine at Delmonico’s this evening. The cost 
of this dinner to each participant, Mr. Blaine 
excepted, will be $20. Uncle Cyrus received 
many checks for that amount yesterday, and 
caused dinner tickets to be mailed to the send- 
ers. *“* We have concluded not to admit any 
newspaper representatives,” said Mr. Field ;“‘there 
won't be room for any.” lt was subsequently 
ascertained that an exception had been made to 
this rule in favor of Associated Press reporters. 
The object of this exclusion of newspaper men, 
it is pbelieved,is to prevent the publication of 
any statements not satisfactory tothe Blaine 
supporters, they having lively reminders of 
what followed the publication of correct re- 
ports of the Dorsey dinner of 1880. Such 
addresses as are made at the dinner this evening, 
it is understood, will be revised before being 
given out for publication. 

Mr. Field stated yesterday that only two 
speeches would be made—ope_by Mr. Evarts 
and the other by Mr. Blaine. The dinner will 
begin at 7 o’clock, and among those at the 
tables will be the Hon. Levi P. Morton, ex-Gov.

MR. BLAINES TRIP FROM ELMIRA. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 28.—The special 
train bearing Mr. Blaine and party left Elmira 
promptly at 9 o’clock this morning. The first 
stop was at Waverly, where Mr. Blaine 
spoke. It was raining when the train 
reached Owego. Mr. Blaine was introduced 
to the people assembled here by ex-Senator 
T.C. Platt. He said: “Nothing has caused 
me more regret than that I pass through 


Southern New-York in a rainstorm. I wanted 
to meet the people without causing discomfort 
to them, yet nothing has impressed me more 
than the fact that from the time I entered the 
State at Jamestown to this hour the rain bas not 
sufficed to quench or abate the enthusiasm of the 
Republican masses.” At Binghamton Mr. Blaine 
paid a tribute tothe memory of Daniel 8. Dick- 
inson as a patriot, which evoked great applause. 


Deposit, N. Y., Oct. 28.—At Susque- 
hanna, where the principal shops of the Erie 
road are located, there was a crowd, composed 
large.y of workmen. Mr. Blaine spoke of the 
benefits of the protective policy to American 
labor. He was followed by the Hon. L. Har- 
mon, who was the Democratic candidate for At- 
torney-Genera! of Iihnois at the last election. 

Port Jervis, Oct. 23.—Mr. Blaine ad- 
dressed the crowd at this place at some length, 
telling his hearers that when the Republican 
Party came into power there were not 30,000 
miles of railway in the country. That was 23 
yearsago. There are now nearly 120,000 miles, and 
the railway industry, not merely the capital em- 
ployed in the running of trains, but the general 
employment of men, has increased in even larger 
proportion than the fourfold ratio of the mile- 
uge of the roads.

P, Snyder, James Murtaugh, the well-known 
manufacturer: W, Germond, F. G. Van Sant- 
voord, and Frederick B. Beach, Mr. James and 
Mr. Van Wormer are adherents of Mr. Blaine, 
but can see nothing attractive in the ticket 
evolved by the Republican County Conven- 
tion. In a paper to which these gentlemen 
affix their names they express the be- 
lief that “the exigencies of the local 
situation demand the election to ths Mayoralt, 
of aman of ability and experience in public af- 
fairs,” and “that the laws now in force passed 
by the Legislature, which vest in the Mayor al- 
most absolute power, demand the selection of an 
experienced business man such as Mr. Grace has 
already shown himeelf to be.”

Wood tendering his resignation Mr. Flana- 
gan refers to this committee and to its success- 
ful mission in 1881. **I cannot,” he says, * con- 
scientiously support your ticket for city and 
local candidates. * * * I intend to support 
the man who increased the laborers and me- 
chanics’ wages at the time he was in office, and 
found {it a just claim.” 

The letter written by Mr. Grace to Mr. Flana- 
gan in relation to this matter, July 25, 1881, is 
interesting at this time. It was as follows: 

DEAR SIR: Having been waited upon by yourself 
and other gentlemen, as a committee appointed to 
consult with me relative to an advance of wages paid 
by the city to its employes, I have giventhe matter a 
most thorough consideration, and have reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions: I am satisfied of the justice of your 
claim that the city should pay the same rates as those 
paid by private employers of labor under like conditions. 
In the time of depression, and when the cost of living 
was less than at present,the wages of the city em- 
ployes were reduced to the rates which are now being 
=. With increasing prosperity, however, have come 
ncreased cost of living and increased wages rate. The 
principle which was applied to reduce the rate of wages 
aid by the city should now be applied to increase 
t. Being of this opinion, I have taken much 
patos. by applying to many private employers of 
abor, to learn exactly what wages they are paying to 
the different classes of their employes. Aftera careful 
comparison of figures I find the rates now paid by the 
city are on the averaze 10 per cent. less than those paid 
to private employes, and I shall therefore recommend 
to the heads of the several departments of the city 
Covgrassas that they advance the wages of their 
employes 10 per cent. in all cases where such advance 
would not be precluded by exvress provision of law,

They certify that the sale of 
spurious goods has almost ceased in this market 
since the appointment of the Commissioner and 
the active enforcement of the law was by him 
begun.

HENRY BREHM HELD FOR MURDER. 

Henry Brehm, charged with the murder 
of John J. Schaublen, the Greenville cigar dealer, 
who was found dead ina pool of blood on the 
sidewalk at Greenville, near Bergen-avenue, 
early Sunday morning, was arraigned before 
Police Justice David W. Lawrence, at the Second 
District Police Court, Jersey City, yesterday 
morning. The main witness was Henry Front, 
whose story was told substantially in THE 
Times of Monday morning. Ernest Brehm, 
the father of the alleged murderer, testi- 
fied that his son came to him early 
Sunday morning, gave him a_ penknife, 
and then went away at once. The witness hid it 
in the wood pile; he could not say why, for his 
son had not told himanything about having 
killeda man. Miss Feffern, a sister-in-law of the 
accused, testified that Brehm went to her father's 
house, went in,and went ut once to bed. He 
did not explain ny | he had gone there, though 
it was unusual for him to go there to sleep. 

The admissions of the defendant that he had 
done the killing, and his claim that he had 
acted in self-defense, were put in evidence, and 
Justice Lawrence committed the accused to jail, 
pending the action of the Grand Jury.

SUPREME COURT DECISION AD- 
VERSE TO THE SCOTT LAW. 
THREE OF THE FIVE JUDGES DECLARE THE 
ENACTMENT UNCONSTITUTIONAL—THE 

PROBABLE POLITICAL EFFEOT, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct, 28.—The decision 
of the Supreme Court that the Scott liquor tax 
law is unconstitutional has caused great excite- 
ment here, and is received with varied com- 
ments, The liquor men are not surprised, hay- 
ing expected that such a decision would be ren- 
dered, On Sunday last the local Liquor League 
sent out 2,800 circulars to saloon men and their 
friends inviting them to a special meet- 
ing to-day, and intimating that matters 
of great importance would come be- 
fore them. It is supposed that this de- 
cision was what was referred to. Over 
$200,000 was raised in this county during the 
first year of tais law, and has been already 
spent. Not quite so much was raised last year, 
because a number of the saloon men refused to 
pay under the claim that the law was not con- 
stitutional and could not be enforced. 

The opinions as to the effect of this movement 
on the November election are largely biased by 
the political views of those expressing them. 
The majority of the Republicans say that the 
decision will not change many votes, but that if it 
had been given two months ago it would have 
given Ohio to the Democrats in October. The 
Democrats say tliat the result will be greatly in 
their favor in November. One well-posted leader 
says that many of the saloon men aided the Re- 
publicans in the recent election asathreat to 
the Democrats, but that now, all pledges having 
been fulfilled, they will come back and give the 
State to Cleveland and Hendricks. Ata meeting 
of the Democratic County Central Committee a 


resolution was adopted unanimously asking the 
Supreme Court to declare the law unconstitu- 
tional, showing beyond doubt where the Demo- 
crats of this city stand on the question, 

The Hon. O. J. Hodge, Speaker of the Onio 
House of Representatives that passed the Scott 
law, and who gave the casting vote necessary to 
its passage, says the decision of the court throws 
the wkcle liquor question wide open again, and 
the result will be greater excitement upon the 
temperance question than ever before, and ulti- 
mately atan early day complete prohibition of 
the traffic. Besides this, he says, thousands of 
new drinking places will now be opened, and 
these will be of the lowest kind, doing infinite 
harm to the better class of dealers. 

W. W. Armstrong, editor of the Platndealer, 
says: “I do not know what effect it will have 
on the November election. It will, perhaps, be 
a stand-off, giving us some help in the cities and 
injuring usin the country. I find a great many 
Germans in this city are pleased with it. Still, I 
do not 1ecognize it as a political question, but 
one of law. Had it been politics, the decision 
would have been given two monthsago, before 
the October election, instead of after it. The 
result will be that the Democratic Legislature 
during the coming Winter will submit a consti- 
tutional amendment in favor of a license system, 
to be voted upon in the October election of next 
year. 

Three of the Judges of the court unite in the 
decision, and two, Chief-Justice Johnson and 
Judge MclIivane. dissent. The text is substan- 
tially as foliows: 


The question to be determined is whether the pro- 
visions of the act of 1883, commonly called the Scott 
law, entitled ‘“‘An act further to provide against evils 
resulting from the traffic in intoxicating liquors,” (80 
Ohio laws, 39 Ohio St. 399,) amended in 1884, (81 Ohio 
laws, 204,) which provide for the levying and collecting 
of an assessment or tax on the business of trafficking in 
intoxicating liquors, constitute an enactment which 
is in any respect valid, or whether such provisions are 
void, upon the ground that they are tn conflict with the 
eighteenth section of the schedule to the Constitution, 
which is as follows: “ No license to traffic in intoxicat- 
ing liquors shall hereafter be granted in this State, but 
the General Assembly may by law provide against evils 
resulting tnerefrom.’’ The proper construction of that 
constitutional provision was carefully considered in 
the State against Hipp. (38 Ohio, st. 199.) There the 
validity of the act of 1882, more effectually to provide 
against theevils resulting from the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors (79 Ohio laws, 66: 38 Ohio st., 199) common. 
ly called the Pond law, was directly involved. That 
act contained no words which in terms provided fora 
license. On the qoanrery, it expressly provided that 
nothing in the act should be construed asa repeal of 
existing statutes, “nor shall anything in this act be 
construed or held to authorize or license in any 
way the sale of intoxicating liquors.” Never- 
theless, this court held in that case “that 
the constitutionality of a statute depends 
upon its operation and effect and not 
the form it ey be made to assume; 
this inhibition of the Constitution applies to all de- 

artments of the Government, and restrains the Legis- 
ature from granting licenses for such purposes, what- 
ever form of legislation may be adopted; that an act 
violating the true extent and meaning of the instru- 
ment, although it may not be within the letter, is as 
much within the purview and effect of a prohibition 
as within the direct letter; that an act in evasion 
of the terms of the Constitution as properly inter- 
preted and understood, and frustrating its general and 
clearly expressed or necessarily implied purpose is as 
clearly void as if in terms forbidden; that the Pond 
law, so called, which requires ‘every person engaged 
or engaging 1n such traffic to pay a specified sum of 
money annually and execute a bond as therein re- 
quired,’ and also provides that ‘ every person who snall 
engage or continue in such traffic without having exe- 
cuted the bond, or after his bond shall have been ad- 
judged forfeited, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor,’ is in its operation and effect as to the traffic 
not already prohibitea a license within the inhibition 
of the section of the Constitution, which provides that 
10 license to traffic in intoxicating liquors shall here- 
after be granted in this State, and therefore void.” 

In Butzman against Whitbeck, decided June 17, 1884, 
this court considered the question whether the princi- 
ples enunciated in the State against Hipp were applica- 
ble to the Scott law. That act provides, among other 
things, that there shall be an annual assessment of $200 
on the trafficin liquors where the dealer is engaged in 
the traffic in liquors generally, and $100 where his 
traffic is confined to malt and vinous liquors: 
that the assessment shall be a lien upon the 
property in which the traffic is carried on, 
and that whoever shall engage or continue tn the busi- 
ness aforesaid of selling intoxicating liquors in or up- 
on land or premises not owned by him, and without 
the written consent of the owner thereof, is guilty of 
misdemeanor, and may be fined or imprisoned, or both. 
Upon the fullest consideration we held.in Butzman 
against Whitbeck, that the prinet les declared in the 
State against Hipp were strictly applicableto those pro- 
visions,and hence,t hat the Scott law,so far asit provides 
for a lien on real estate occupied by atenant who is a 
dealer 1n liquors, isin effect such a license law, and 
therefore unconstitutional, whether the lease be ex- 
ecuted beforeor after the passage of the act, and it 
will make no difference that the owner in any case has 
consented in writing to such traffic, and, in our opinion, 
that position isimpregnable. The State says in effect 
to the tenant: ‘‘ Procure the written consent of 
the owner of the remises., comply with 
the other requisites o the act, and observe 
the other restrictions upon the traffic, and you may sell 
alcoholic liquors by the drink without hindrance or 
molestation, and thus secure all the privilege there 
ever was in a liquor license; but if you carry on the 
traffic without the written consent of the owner you 
shall be punished as a criminal. To be sure: it is sug- 
gested that this is merely a regulation, and the provi- 
sion is likened to that :eguiring » written ordertoa 
minor, under the liquor law of 1854. Buta decisive 
answer to the suggestion is found in the fact 
that the provision for such order to a minor left inthe 
dealer the lawful right to carry on the traffic, and his 
business did not become unlawful by a failure on his 

art to observe the provision. Under the Scott law, 

owever, if a tenant carries on such business without 
the written consent of the owner, he is engaged 1n an 
un'‘awful business, and may be fined and imprisoned as 
acriminal. These provisions of the act of 1854 and 
the act of 1883 furnish an excellent illustration of the 
distinction between license and regulation. * * * 

Finding the Scott law to be unconstitutional to the 
extent stated, and the case then before us not requir- 
ing us to determine as to the effect such invalidity 
must bave upon the remaining portions of the act, or 
whether the act is in any other respect beyond legis- 
lative power, we declared in Butzman against Whit- 
beck that the act was unconstitutional so far as it pro- 
vided for a lien on premises occupied by tenants, and 
we expressed no opinion as to the validity of the uct 
except as thus stated. But the cases now before us 
require us to determine whether the act,so Mr as it 
provides for an assessment or tax, is in any waya 
valid enactment. or whether. in view of the fact that 
the act is invalid as respects the lien upon premises oc- 
cupied by tenants, the whole act, so fur as it provides 
for such assessment or tax, should be held unconstitu- 
tional. * * * 

The provision as to the tax being a lien on premises 
occupied by tenants being clearly unconstitutional, can 
there be any doubt as to the effect of the invalidity on 
the remuining purts of the act so far as they provide 
for such assessment ortax? Weareclear there can be 
no “oubt on the subject. The Legislature evidently re- 
garded the clause us to tenants vital. and the act never 
would have been passed without it, and that clause 
being unconstitutional the whole act as atax law entire- 
ly fails. 1f we had doubts upon this question we would 
resolve them in favor of the validity of the act, but 
we have no sucit doubts. Itis urged. however, that the 
constitutionality ot the Scottlaw has been sustained 
by this court in the case of the State against Frame, 
(39 Ohio st., 899.) This is undoubtedly true, but 
while we have the greatest respect forthe Judges who 
concurred in that holding, there exist, in our opinion, 
satisfactory reasons why we should not feel bound 
by the decision. * * * Indeed, the idea that so 
far as the judicial power is concerned the citizen shall 
be burdened forever with an unconstitutional annual 
tax simply because this court last year declared the 
tax to be valid finds little support in the cases upon the 
subject, and none whateverin reason. With respect to 
decisions upon questions of this character. while they 
are entitled to great respect and should never be over- 
turned unless clearly wrong, yet they cannot be re- 
garded as absolutely binding when thesame question 
is again presented. ! 

Vinally, itis urged that the legislative department 
has had the Scott law under consideration and not 
only fuiled to repeul it. but re-enacted sections 2 and 
9 in a modified form, and made provision for the ex- 
penditure of a portion of the revenue to be derived 
from the enforcement of the act in the erection of an 
intermediate penitentiary, (81 Ohio laws, 204, 206.) The 
statement is entirely correct. 1t was sought by these 
changes to mitigate to some extent what were claimed 
to he oporessive fertures in the act as originaliy passed, 
and to provide forthe expenditure of part of the revenue 
amsing from the act in the way stated. 'l'his amounted

It is sufficient to say, for the 
reasons already given, that the Scott law is not such an 
act, but on the contrary, 4s an assessment or tax law it 
is wholly void.

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IS A CRIB-BITTING HORSE “SOUND? 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, Oct. 27. 

A case of interest to dealers in horses 
was on Saturday before Judges Thayer, Elcock, 
and Arnold, in Court of Common Pleas No. 4. 
Nathan Fretz sold to Thomas Johnson & Son a 
number of horses. Included in the bill was a 
charge of $265 fora horse which proved to be, 
as Mr. Johnson alleged, a “ crib biter and wind 
sucker.”’ He sold the horse for $175 and claimed 
the right to deduct the $90 difference from 
Fretz’s bill. This the latter resisted, and claimed 


judgment for want of a sufficient affidavit of de- 
tense. he horse had been warranted “ sound 
and kind,” and Fretz’s counsel claimed that 
crib bitting was no breach of a warranty of 
soundness. A number of English cases were 
cited, which hold that “cribbing” is merely 
a vice, and judement in all of them was 
given to the plaintiff. notwithstanding the fact 
that the horses sold were **cribbers.” It is to be 
noted, however, that the warranty was ‘**sound- 
ness,” and not a warranty against “vice.” The 
English cases, however, refer to the incipient 
stages of crib biting. When it produces structu- 
ral changes and impairs the working power of 
the animal, then, they say, it becomes a disease, 
and the buyer can then well plead that the horse 
was not *“‘sound.” Judge Thayer accordingly 
permitted the defendant to filea supplemental 
affidavit of defense in order to aver if he could 
that there bad been an alteration of thestructure 
of the horse, and this the defendant subsequent- 
ly did, setting forth that there had been an en- 
largement ot the glands of the throat and disten- 
jion of the belly. This will probabiv send the 
case to a jury, but the court bas not yet passed 
on the sufliciency of thesupplemental averment.

TROUBLE FOR THE READING 


THE SUITS AGAINST THE ROAD 
MULTIPLYING. 

THE* HOLDERS OF CONVERTIBLE SORIP ASK 
TO HAVE $3,171,500 INCOME BONDS 
HELD AS SECURITY SOLD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Suits are multi. 
plying rapidly against the Reading Railroad 
Company on account of its inability to pay in-. 
terest on its obligations and rentals due to some 
of its leased lines. A billin equity was filed in 
the Common Pleas Court to-day by De Haven & 
Townsend, the brokers, and others, against Sam- 
uel W. Bell and the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company. 

The plaintiffs say that they are the holders of 
convertible adjustment scrip of the company to 
the amount of $346,000, which is more than one- 
tenth of the whole amount outstanding, On 
Jan. 5, 1883, when the scrip was issued, the rail- 
road company entered into an agreement with 
the late Edwin M. Lewis, by which it was provided 


that the company should deposit with Mr. Lewis, 
as security for the scrip, an equal amount of 
income mortgage bonds of the corporation. It 
was turther provided that the bonds so deposit- 
ed should be held by Lewis in trust for said pur- 
pose, with power and authority in him, upon 9% 
days’ default in the payment of the principal or 
interest of the scrip after a demand made 
upon the written request of the hold 
ers of one-tenth in amount of the scrip, 
upon which such defauit should have been 
made, to sell the bonds at public sale, and 
toapply the proceeds thereof, after deducting 
the expenses of the sale, to the payment, first of 
the interest then due upen all of the scrip then 
outstanding, and second, to the payment of the 
principal thereof, whether then matured or not, 
in full, if the proceeds should be sufficient, but 
if not sufficient, then pro rata, 

The value of the income mortage bonds de- 
posited as security amounted to $3,171,500. In- 
terest fell due upon complainants’ scrip July 1, 
1884, The interest was not paid and still remains 
in default. The compiainants, more than 
$0 days ago addressed to the late Mr. 
Lewis a written request that he should 
sell at ublic sale the bonds _ held 
by him for their benefit, under the deed of trust. 
The request was not pe gee with up to the 
time of Mr. Lewis’s death. Samuel W. Bell, 
who has been appointed as Trustee in Mr. Lewis’s 
place, has also been requested by the complain- 
ants to make a sale of the income bonds, but he 
has failed to do so, and still declines to perform 
his duty m the premises. The income bonds, it 
is averred, are fluctuating in value, and the com- 
epee Tear that if they are not promptly sold 

hey may depreciate in such a way that the se- 
curity will be imperiled. 

The complainants ask that the court direct 
Mr. Bell to sell the bonds and “ appropriate the 
proceeds of the sale in accordance with the re- 
>t ee of the deed of trust under which he 
acts.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 28.—The Seaboard 
and Western Railroad will be built. Francis 
Stabler and Mr. Hamilton, of New-York, two 
representative men of the company, are now in 
this city, arranging the details at this end of the 


line. A few weeks ago these gentlemen visited 
Pittsburg and made a proposition to the Direct- 
ors of the Pittsburg and Western Railroad 
asking for an entrance into the city over 
its line, and also for the purchase of 
six acres of land on _ Smoky Island 
for terminal facilities.

Where was the 
first place we went to? Why, the telegraph 
office, of course. I distinctly recoliect sending a 
telegram to my wife, ‘I have arrived here safely.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


LOSSES AND IRREGULARITIES IN 
THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
REPORT OF THE CHIEF POST OFFICE IN- 

SPECTOR—LETTERS LOST, STOLEN, AND 

RECOVERED AND FALSE COMPLAINTS. 

WasuHincTon, Oct. 28.—Chief Inspector 
A. G. Sharp, of the Post Office Department, has 
made bis annual report, showing the work of 
Post Office Inspectors during the last fiscal year. 
It appears that the arrests caused by Inspectors 
numbered 756, of which 698 were for offenses 
which were tried in United States courts, and 58 
in State courts. Of the former class of offenders 
there were 36 Postmasters, 24 Assistant Post- 
masters, 31 clerks in Post Offices, 8 railway posta 
clerks, 25 letter carriers, 25 mail carriers, 53 
burglars, and 496 others, charged with 
various Offenses. The convictions numbered 
439, and the acquittais 88, while 151 cases 
are awaiting trial. Proceedings were dismissed 
in 14 cases, and 3 forfeitures of bail were taken. 
Three prisoners escaped. Inthe State courts 58 
proceedings were had, resulting in 33 convic- 
tions. In 3 cases proceedings were dismissed, 10 
offenders were left to be prosecuted by their 
employers, and 12 are awaiting trial. The In- 
spectors received for examination 50,410 casesl 
during the year. The registered cases numbered 
4,238, and investigation of 2.501 of ‘these cases re- 
sulted as follows: Three hundred and five of the 
943 letters of value, with contents stated, were 
found to have been delivered or satisfactorily 
accounted for, and 622 letters, where the value 
was not given; 220 complaints of lost packages 
were found to have been incorrectly made; 190 
of the packages lost from registered package en- 
velopes were found to have reached their ad- 
dress in safety. Of the complaints of rifling 255 
were shown to have been falsely made. The 
Chief Inspector says: “This class of complaint 
seems to bea growing one. Parties either pur- 
posely or otherwise omit to make an inclosure 
and when the letter is received without it, al- 


though in perfect condition, they stoutly persist 
in claiming that the inclosure was made. On 
the other hand, parties addressed frequently at- 
tempt, trom motives of their own, to deny the 
receipt of inclosures. This state of facts makes 
this class of complaints exceedingly difficult to 
nvestigate.” 

The olfice received 4,127 inquiries relative to 
foreign registered letters, making a total of 
8,365 complaints concerning the registered ma‘l 
received during the year. Of the complaints 
investigated actual loss was found to have oc- 
curred in 516 cases. “ Assuming the proportion 
of loss to be as great in the complaints stili un- 
dergoing investigation as in those investigated, 
we may State the total loss occurring during the 
fiscal year in the registered mai! as approximat- 
ing 672 pieces. Comparing this with the total 
number of pieces registered—L1,246,545—the Fr; 
portion of loss will be seen to be very small. I 
would add that the losses were from all causes, 
as burning and robberies and other unavoidable 
casualties.” The amount of money recovered 
and returned to the owners in 772 registered cases 
was $17,932. Complaints were received of the 
loss of 20,377 ordinary letters, of which 14,641 
were said to have contained inclosures; 12,078 
ordinary packets (fourth class) were reported as 
lost. Upon investigation 1,809 letters and 1,101 
packets were found to have eventually reached 
their destination or were otherwise satisfactorily 
accvunted for. Four hundred and sixty-seven 
Post Offices were robbed, 278 destroyed by fire, 
23 highway robberies of mail were reported, and 
24 postal cars were burned. The miscellaneous 
cases numbered 4,870. They were of a confiden- 
tial nature, and resulted in the collection from 
delinquent Postmasters and others of money, 
fines, and penalties aggregating $26,927. The 
whole number of foreign cases of loss reported 
was 7,634, more than 1,300 originating with Great 
Britain and neariy 1,400 with Germany. 
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BAGGAGE FORWARDED IN BOND. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Secretary Gresh- 
am has written a letter to the Collector of 
Customs of New-York in regard to the trans- 
portation without examination by bonded ex- 
press companies of passengers’ baggage, in 


which he says: 

“That the act of March 2, 1799, (section 2,799, Re- 
vised Statutes,) provides,in order to ascertain what 
articles ought to be exempt as wearing apparel and 
other personal baggage, and the touols or implements 
of a mechanical trade only, of persons who arrive in 
the United Stutes, due entry thereof as of other mer- 
coandise, but separate and distinct from that of any 
other merchandise imported from a foreign port, shall 
be made with the Collector of the district in which the 
articles are intended to be landed by the owner thereof 
or bis agent, expressing the person by whom or 
for whom such entry is made and particularizing 
the severul packages and their contents with their 
murks and pumbers. * * * Theact of June 10, 1880, 
entitled *An act to amend the statutes in relation to 
immediate transportation of dutiable goods and for 
other purposes,’ provides for the transportation, with- 
out appraisement, or merchandise destined for certain 
specitied interior ports by carriers bonded for the pur- 
pore. This act authorizes the transportation of such 
merchandise by express companies in safes and trunks, 
and under a recent ruling in leather pouches under 
tock and seal. The act last referred to was clearly in- 
tended to give to the specified ports of destination the 
privuieges accorded to ports on the seaboard. 
Construing the act of 1799 in conneciion with 
the act of 1880, and in harmony with _its 
spirit, 1 am of opinion thut the phrase ‘ with the Col- 
lector or the district in which the articles are intended 
to be landed by the owner thereof’ may be interpreted 
to mean the Collector of the district to which the pas- 
senger and his baggage are destined. The baggage of 
passengers destined for the ports specified in tbe sev- 
enth section of the act of 1880 may therefore be for- 
wurded, without examination, under locks and seals by 
express companies bonded for the transportation of 
unappraised merchandisé upon entry based upon the 
sworn declaration of the owner or his avent, and 
you are instructed to take action accordingly. This 
interpretation will greatiy oblige a large portion of the 
traveling public by exempting them from vexatious 
deluys at the seaports. It isclearly in harmony with 
the spirit of the stututes and does not endanger the 
revenues. If it be found that the contents of the pack- 
ages do not agree with the sworn declaration, the pen- 
alties canand will beenforced at the interior ports of 
destination as well as atthe seaboard. Tbis letter is in 
heu of the communication on the same subject for- 
warded to you this day.”

FOURTEEN DEAD BODIES. 


THE VICTIMS OF THE EXPLOSION IN THE 
YOUNGSTOWN MINE. 

Uniontown, Penn., Oct. 28.—The worst 
fears touching the fate of the men who were 
imprisoned in the coal mine at Youngstown, 
four miles from this place, by an explosion of 
firedamp, which took place there at 4 o’clock 
last evening, have been fully confirmed. Six ot 
the miners were taken out soon after the dis- 
aster. Twoof them were dead, and two of the 
other four are so seriously injured that there is 
no hope of their recovery. There are from 
14to18 men who are supposed to be still im- 
prisoned in the mine. The exact number is not 
known. The work of reaching these men was 
continued throughout the night, and by morning 
the dead bodies of 12 of them had been brought 


out and de)ivered to their friends and relatives 
atthe mouth of the pit. This makes [4 dead in 
all, and with seven who were injured accounts 
for 21 of the whole number supposed to be in the 
mine. Whether there are any more remains yet 
to be discovered; but it is believed that all 
have been found. The scene at the mouth 
of the pit as the disfigured bodies of the 
dead were brought to the surface and given 
into the hands of wives and relatives was 
distressing in the extreme. It was a sad 
ae indeed, and moved to tears many of 
the hundreds who had been drawn to the 
place by the news of the disaster. It cannot be 
stated now whether the explosion was due to the 
carelessness of the company or not. The miners 
allege that it was, but on the heels of a calamity 
like this the first impulse usually is to 
attribute the blame to the company. 
It is well known, however, that the 
Youngstown Company has always been very 
careful, and the knowledge that their mine was 
a dangerous one and predisposed to the genera- 
tion of firedamp made them more careful than 
ever. The mine was inspected every morn- 
ing, and whenever the presence or fire- 
damp was detected it was invariably 
ordered to deny the men: admission 
to it until the gas had been expelled. This was 
the rule, and the officials say it was rigidly en- 
forced. But it is claimed by the miners that the 
company discharged a competent fire boss about 
two months ago, and have since employed in 
that ca; acity one who was not competent to de- 
termine whether the mine was safe or not.

Mine Inspector Stenner was in the mines, and 
he, together with the men, worked all night to 
get out the dead. Taylor and Cunningham were 
found locked in each other’s arms with their 
faces buried in the water.

The great- 
er number of them were suffocated by the after- 
damp. Some were burned toacrisp and many 
were badly bruised by being knocked against the 
sides of the pile. Those who wero not instantly 
killed showed evidence of having made great en- 
deavors to escape.

The two latter may yet die. Wilson's right 
arm is broken and his face burned to crisp; if 
he lives he can never see again. The explosion 
shook the earth for more than a mile away. 

Coroner Battin has impaneled a jury, and on 
Thursday morning will begin a thorough in- 
vestigation. The 14 bodies which have been re- 
covered, and the 7 men injured, making in 
all 21, are all that are supposed to have been in 
the mine at the time of theexplosion. Most ofthe 
miners were natives, and nearly all of those killed 
were married men,and had faniilies. Thereis great 
excitement here. A great many people from 
this place and Connellsville are at the little vil- 
lage which has grown uv around the mine, and 
altogether the scene is one of animation, but 
pervaded by a general feeling of profound sad- 
ness. Fourteen coffins arrived from Pittsburg 
this afternoon. The dead have been laid out, 
and to-morrow the bodies will be interred.

THIEVES EMPTY MR. SMITH’S SAFE AT 
ROCKAWAY BEACH. 


Some time during Monday night or early 
yesterday morning burglars broke into the gro- 
cery store of A. B. Smith, at Rockaway Beach, 
and, opening the safe, stole $10,000 in bonds and 
mortgages of the Rockaway Improvement Com- 
pany, $1,600 in cash, about $200 worth of jewel- 
ry, and a lot of articles of lesser value. Mr. 
Smith, who is one of the wealthiest residents 


of Rockaway Beach, locked his storeat 10 o’clock 
on Monday night, his clerk having gone some 
time before. Yesterday morning the store door 
wasopen. Abhole suffiicientto admit a man’s 
hand had been cut under the lock, and the bolt 
shoved back. The safe door was open, and the 
contents gone. The thief acquainted himself 
with the combination before undertaking the 
robbery, although Mr. Smith thought that it 
was known only to himself. 

The tracks of a horse’s hoofs were found in the 
sand near the door, and as there were no wagon 
tracks to correspond it is beiieved that the thief 
or thieves escaped on horseback. Mr. Smith 
called at Police Headquarters in Brooklyn yes- 
terday and left a description of the stolen 
property. A_ thick-set man, who cCar- 
ried a gun anc had _ the appearance 
of a hunter, was noticed hanging around 
the vicinity of the store during a great part of 
the day Preece the robbery. The fact was 
also noted by Mr. Smith that a baker whom he 
had discharged last Summer for drunkenness 
was seen near the store on Sunday, although he 
had not before that time visited the beach since 
he left. The police have very little hope of 
being able to arrest the thieves or recover the 
stolen property. 
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TRADE WITH SUUTH AMERICA. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 28.—The commis- 
sion appointed by the President to obtain infor- 
mation relative to the proper means to increase 
the trade of the United States with South and 
Central America met in this city to-day, Gov. 
Reynolds, of Missouri, and Judge Thatcher, of 
Kansas, being present. Mr. Thornton Rollins 
appeared before the commission and stated that 
he is engaged in the South American trade. 


He exported flour, lumber, canned goods, lard, 
&c. He could do nothing with manufactured 
goods. Had shipped paper and cotton drills to 
Brazil and always lost money on them. The 
freights were very low on exports, flour only 
paying 75 cents per barrel. Did not know 
of any customs laws which could be modi- 
fied to help the trade. He knew of 
no customs laws in South America which are 
oppressive. The tariff on raw materials prevented 
the United States from competition with En- 
giand in manufactured articles, such as agricul- 
tural implements. The trade in white and yel- 
low pine lumber for building purposes is consid- 
erable. Almost the entire transportation is by 
sailing vessels. Did not think a drawback on 
such material as is used in manufactured arti- 
cles would accomplish the object. The cost of 
crews for vessels is 830 per cent. more on Ameri- 
can than on English vessels. Mr. W. W. Spence, 
President of the Baltimore Board of Trade, in re- 
ply toa question by Gov. Reynolds, stated that 
prior to the war there was a large fleet of Balti- 
more vessels in the Rio trade. At present there 
are very few vessels empioved. The cost of 
equipping English vessels is so much less than 
tor American vessels that the latter cannot com- 
pete with them.

Orrawa, Ontario, Oct. 28.—Advices just 
received state that the bark Plevna, of Liver- 
pool, Great Britain, 650 tons, from St. John to 
Carnorvon, Wales, with lumber, struck on Bliss 
Isiand, in the Bay of Fundy, and caught fire and 
was burned to the water’s edge. The crew of 15 
men were saved, with loss of money and cloth- 
ing. The weather was extremely thick at the 
time, and she was running for shelter to Bliss 
Isiand Harbor with a pilot on board.

HER HUSBAND. 

Suit for absolute divorce has been com- 
menced in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, by 
Henry Braham, against his wife, Helen Louise 
Braham, better known as Lillian Russell, the 
stage beauty and noted comic opera singer.

illian was born 26 yearsago. She is the daugh- 
ter of a respectable business man, who still lives 
in Chicago,and her mother, Cynthia Leonard, 
has gained some reputation as an elocutionist. 

Lillian appeared first in public as a chorus 
singer, but her great beauty and fine voice 
attracted the attention of Tony Pastor, 
and he gave her small parts to play. Her rise in 
the theatrical world was very rapid. When she 
became a star her mother came on to New- 
York and made a home for her daughter 
in this city. Lillian left her home to go and live 
with Solomon, and the scandal thus created at- 
tracted a good deal of public attention at the 
time.

LIVE STOCK IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—The general dullness noted 
of yesterday’s Cattle market was, if possible,intensified 
to-day.

head, but the discourging tone af Eastern and British

Both the President and the country are 
tto be congratulated on the appointment 
‘of the Hon. HuGH McCuLLocH as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, It is one of those 
appointments - which ‘every one must 
recognize not only as good, but as pre- 
eminently: good. Mr. McCuLLocH not 
only has all the qualifications required, 
jbut he has the experience in the office and, 
‘what is of no small consequence, he has 
the unqualified confidence of the business 
men of the country. Since the position 
can add nothing to the honors of which 
this life has brought him a rich share the 
‘country owes him grateful acknowledg- 
anent for assuming, under the circum- 
stances, the laborious and responsible posi- 
tion. 





It was said while BLAINE was in Ohio 
that he had had a dispute with the builder 
‘ of his new house about wages, and had 
declared that $2 a day was enough fora 
‘carpenter and $1 a day enough for a 
laborer. His friends, remembering what 
he had tried to do with FISHER, at once 
prepared a letter of denial, and submitted 
it to the referees who had settled the dis- 
pute referred to. They would not sign it, 
but it was publicly declared that a 
denial had been obtained. The facts 
‘will be interesting to many for whose 
‘votes Mr. BLAINE is begging. His new 
‘house cost about $65,000, and could not be 
rebuilt for $90,000. Somany changes were 
made before it was finished that the con- 
tractor submitted a bill of about $15,000 for 
extra work and material. BLaringt would 
not pay it, but agreed to abide by the de- 
cision of two referees. After they had 
cut it down to $9,783, and had shown him 
that the contractor had lost a large 
gum on the job, he still mado objec- 
tion. The referees had allowed wages 
to carpenters and laborers at the lowest 
current rates, but he objected to these 
charges and remarked that he cared noth- 
ing about the builder or his losses. At 
last, however, he was forced to pay, in 
accordance with his agreement. The “ de- 
niai” so industriously circulated in this 
j case seems to have very closely resembled 


the Hocking Valley ‘‘ denial,” and to have 
had about the same amount of truth in it. 
But why should any one believe that a 
man whose great fortune was built up in 
the way that Brarne’s has been cares 
anything about the wages or losses of car- 
penters and builders? 


The decision that the Scott liquor law 
in Ohio is unconstitutional will be claimed 
by many as a political one, and it is prob- 
able that it may have considerable politic- 
aleffect. It was made by the three Dem- 
ocratic Judges and dissented from by the 
two Republican Judges. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is not impossible that it 
may stimulate the liquor dealers to great- 
er activity for the Democrats, while it 
may induce the Prohibitionists to sup- 
port their national ticket with greater 
energy. But there is really no rea- 
son to suppose that political consid- 
erations had the slightest influence upon 
the court. If political effect had been de- 
sired the decision might have been ren- 
dered two months ago, in which case, as 
the Republicans acknowledge, the State 
would have been given to the Democrats 
in October, and that would have settled 
the Presidential contest beyond all ques- 
tion. That the decision will have a mis- 
chievous practical effect is only too cer- 
tain, but that is usually the case when 
Legislatures try to dodge the Constitution. 





The Mayor has appointed Gen. Fitz 
JOHN PORTER for Police Commissioner in 
place of SipNEY P. NICHOLS, deceased. It 
is altogether a creditable appointment, 
more so probably than would have been 
practicable if the confirmation of the 
Board of Aldermen had been necessary. 
Gen. PORTER served at one time as Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and the only 
charge made against him was that he 
paid laborers only the market rate of 
wages. Gen. PORTER has a sturdy honesty 
which is just now of great importance on 
the Police Board, and his administrative 
ability is certainly superior to that of 
his predecessor and equal to that of 
any of his associates. He is not a politi- 
cian, and that is a strong point in his 
favor. There has been altogether too 
much politics and too little of anything 
else in the Police Commission. 


The promises of Mr. GRAcE’s letter of 
acceptance are in the direct line of the 
purposes of those who first named him as 
a candidate for Mayor and of all who 
wish to see municipal affairs adminis- 
tered on business principles for the benefit 
of the people. There is not the least 
reason for supposing that these prom- 
ises are not made in entire good 
faith and will not be carried out 
by Mr. Grace, if elected, with the 
vigor and ability of which he is known 
to be master. His candidacy directly 
presents the issue which the respectable 
people of this city have long been 
striving to bring about, and all citi- 
zens of _ intelligence and _ honesty 
ought to support the ticket which 
he heads. No self-respecting Republican 
who really believes in separating the 
administration of city affairs from 
party politics and securing its honest 
and efficient conduct can afford to retain 
a place on the opposing ticket, the only 
purpose of which is to defeat Mr. GRACE’s 
election, After the effort that has been 
made to secure undivided responsibility 
for the Mayor, there should be united ac- 
tion on the part of all good citizens, re- 
gardless of party, to make sure of the 
election of a man whose character and 
professions alike give promise of success 
for the new system. 





FOR SALE—THE SUPREME COURT. 


It was imprudent as well as impudent 
for the Blaine men toraise the question 
of the treatment of the Supreme Court in 
the hands of their candidate. If there 
“were no other reason for regarding Mr. 
BLAINE’s election as dangerous and dis- 
graceful the probable fate and certain 
danger of the Supreme Court from the 
nominations which would fall within 
his term! would be a conclusive rea- 
son. The facts are very simple, and 
any one who has followed the recent his- 
tory of the court cannot fail to see their 
force. It isno exaggeration to say that 
that tribunal, the final interpreter of the 
Constitution, the final barrier erected 
against the errors or the faults or the cor- 
ruption of the legislative branch of the 
Government, is in grave peril. It is ex- 
posed now to influences which the framers 
of the Constitution could not foresee, 
which the gloomiest and most anxious of 
them could not have imagined, and which, 
even had they been known, could not 
have been guarded against. 

These influences come from corporate 
wealth, of enormous amount, in the con- 
trol and largely in the possession of un- 
scrupulousmen. They are believed to have 
been felt in the selection of one of the 
Judges recently put on the bench, and in 
that of another placed there under a pre- 
vious Administration. There has been 
spread throughout the country, with every 
prima facie evidence of authority, a state- 
ment based on papers left by a Chief-Jus- 
tice of the court, showing the effect of 
evil influences upon the proceedings 
of the court with reference to the legal 
tender quality of United States notes. By 
whatever means obtained, the action of 
the court on this question from first to 
last has shown a steadily advancing de- 
moralization, and has culminated in a 
decision which for sophistry of reasoning, 
mischievous and revolutionary doctrines, 
and direct departure from the principles 
and precdents of the court in its earlier 
and better days, has justly alarmed all 
conservative and candid minds. 

With this record in existence what do 
the advocates of Mr. BLAINE suppose 
would really be the effect of his appoint- 
ments on the character of the court? 
There are three or four men in the United 
States who could richly afford to give a 
million of dollars each to secure a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court favorable to 
themselves on questions which are likely, 
and almost sure, to come before the Judges 
to be appointed within the next four years, 
These men control corporations that 
owe the United States over one hundred 
millions of dollars. of which some forty- 


three millions is for accrued interest. 


They have resisted every attempt to com- 
pel them to meet their obligations, and in 
that resistance they have had, according 
to the absolutely unimpeachable evidence 
of Senator Epmunps, the assistance in the 
Senate, as they had previously had 
in the House, of James G. BLAINE. 
They are now working hard for 
the election of Mr. BLatne to the Presi- 
dency. It is our conviction, as it is that 
of many other observers, that the ex- 
pected price of their support is the nom- 
ination of Justices acceptable to them 
to the bench of the Supreme Court. We 
have no doubt that if, by the negligence 
of honest men, Mr. BLAINE should be 
elected, this expectation would not be 
disappointed. 

It is well known that Mr. BLAINE can- 
not be elected by Republican votes. That 
is a fact recognized by the Blaine man- 
agers themselves, who have abandoned 
New-York. and are concentrating their 
efforts on Indiana, which is a Democratic 
State, and on New-Jersey, which is an- 
other. Their sole hope now rests 
on the purchase of enough of the 
floating vote of these States, and espe- 
cially of the portion which, unbought, 
would go to the Democratic candidate, to 
win the election. If the money with 
which they plan to do this comes from the 
treasury of the corporations which are 
debtors of the United States its repay- 
ment in judicial nominations would return 
a large profit on the investment. Every 
voter who wishes to save the Supreme 
Court from the corrupting influences 
which have debauched and defiled Mr. 
BLAINE himself will do well to vote for 
Gov. CLEVELAND. 





ASSEMBLY NOMINATIONS. 

Nominations for the Assembly have 
been going on quietly throughout the 
State for some weeks, and the list is now 
nearly complete except in this city and 
Brooklyn, where about one-half the nomi- 
nations have been made. The matter has 
attracted much less attention than its im- 
portance deserves, and good nominations 
seem to be the exception rather than the 
rule. From a political point of view this 
subject is of more than usual importance 
on account of the part the Assembly is to 
take in the election of a United States Sen- 
ator tosucceed Mr. LAPHAM. It would have 
been well worth the while of the Repub- 
licans to make strong nominations with a 
view to helping to retain the control of the 
Senate, but the candidates are not likely 
on the whole to add to the strength of the 
party in the various counties. A few mem- 
bers of the last Legislature with peculiarly 
bad records have failed of renomination, 
but a much larger number are again can- 
didates. Among the Republicans who dis- 
graced themselves last Winter and are 
suffering the penalty are LITTLEJOHN, 
of Oswego County, and Boynton, of 
Wssex, who were largely instrumental 
in defeating adequate legislation for 
the preservation of the Adirondack for- 
ests, and BeckwitH, of St. Lawrence; 
Ciinton, of Erie; DEANE, of Columbia; 
Hau, of Allegany; Joycr, of Oneida; 
Noxon, of Saratoga; PALMER,of Wyoming; 
Pierson, of Wayne; WESTFALL, of Wash- 
ington, and ZIMMERMAN, of Albany, who 
obeyed the orders of JOHN J. O'BRIEN in 
assisting to kill the Bureau of Elections 
bill. But a considerable number who 
were concerned in the latter disreputable 
proceeding have been renominated, in- 
cluding such offensive specimens as Hus- 
TED, of Westchester; VEEDER, of Schenec- 
tady; Forsytu, of Albany; Srpp, of Erie; 
TayLor, of Kings, and Situ, of New- 
York. 

A few men who did good service in the 
last Assembly are candidates for re-elec- 
tion. Atthe head of thelist for creditable 
record is O’NEI, of Franklin. ERwin, of 
St. Lawrence, also fairly deserves a re-elec- 
tion. VaN ALLEN and HowE, of this city, 
are renominated, and have deserved the 
confidence heretofore placed in them. 
Of the other nominations already made in 
the city that of Gen. Henry A. BaRNouM, 
of the Twenty-first District, is worthy 
of commendation. The Democrats have 
made a few good and some very bad nom- 
inations. Mr. JAMES OLIVER is the candi- 
date of all the Democratic factions, and 
may fairly represent the character and 
intelligence of the Five Points district, 
but he is nevertheless totally unfit for 
legislative duties. Equally bad are the re- 
nominations of P. H. Rocueg, in the Fourth 
District; J. C. BroGan, in the Third; 
P. H. Jopes,.in the Sixth, and JOHN 
CLARKE, in the Twenty-fourth. RocHe, 
JoBES, and CLARKE are opposed by other 
Democrats and ought to be defeated. 
Mr. JAMES D. MCCLELLAND, who was de- 
feated last year in the Ninth, is a candi- 
date again, and may be cordially com- 
mended to the same fate. He has a 
legislative record which is wholly bad. 
Major HaGGERTY is again a candidate in 
the Twentieth. He is popular, and in the 
main a man of honest instincts and 
clean associations, but his course dur- 
ing the last session was, in some 
respects, calculated to weaken him in 
the esteem of those who had previous- 
ly thought well of him. The Democrat 
from this city who made the most credit- 
able record last Winter is Mr. J. F. Hia- 
Gins, of the Fifteenth District, and he is 
again a candidate. The Democrats of 
Kings County have renominated their 
worst representatives of the old Assem- 
bly, such as CoFFEY, EarL, LinDsgy, and 
NAGLE. 

We see little promise of an Assembly of 
a strong character in the nominations thus 
far made, the new candidates being for 
the most part unknown men, and the ma- 
jority of those renominated having little 
to commend them in their past record. 
This is the greater pity as there will be far 
more important work to be done than the 
political task of choosing a United States 
Senator. The work of municipal reform 
was not completed at the last session and 
should be taken up again. We fear 
there will be no one to take the place 
abandoned by THEODORE ROOSEVELT. The 
measures recommended by the Railroad 
Commissioners last Winter were system- 
atically neglected. Some of these were 
important, and ought to be dealt 
with intelligently and honestly. The 
lone-neglected task of revising the 
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tax laws of the State should be taken 


up again, but it calls for ability of a 
higher order than the Legislature is likely 
tocontain. It isthe almost inevitable re- 
sult of a heated national canvass that leg- 
islative nominations and elections are 
slighted, and the consequence is likely to 
be a body of lawmakers who will do no 
credit to the State. We hope to see inde- 
pendence exercised, however, and the 
best men chosen without regard to party. 


HE WANTS TO BE FRANK. 

“IT want tobe very frank with you,” 
said BLAINE to an audience at Salamanca, 
on Monday last, after he had declared that 
those Republicans who had refused to vote 
for him had taken that course because 
they were opposed to a protective tariff. 
‘‘T want to be especially frank,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ with the gentlemen who think 
other questions are to be settled this year.” 
It appeared, however, that if he really de- 
sired to be frank he did not dare 
‘to be so, for he made no attempt 
to answer the charges—based upon 
his own letters, speeches, and votes— 
which have been made against him by 
thousands of Republicans in all parts of 
the country. Hecould not afford to be 
frank. He knows that to the end of his 
campaign he must be silent with reference 
to those charges in obedience to the rule 
laid down by himself in his speech of 
April 24, 1876: ‘‘ Wherever concealment 
is desirable, avoidance is advisable, and I 
do not know any better test to apply to 
the honor and fairness of a business trans- 
action.” 

What are some of the charges in which 
those ‘‘ gentlemen who think other ques- 
tions are to be settled this year” are inter- 
ested? What is it that they would like to 
have him frankly explain and defend? 
They would like to have him tell why he 
lied so persistently about his dealings in 
Little Rock securities; why he begged for 
a ‘‘bedrock” interest in the Little Rock 
Road, saying that he had saved the road’s 
land grant by a ruling from the Speaker’s 
chair; why he lied to SANBORN about the 
selling price of the Little Rock lands; why 
he urged FIsHER to sign a letter prepared 
by himself that was full of statements 
shown by his own correspondence to be 
lies; and why he, Speaker of the House, 
when asking for the,‘‘ bedrock” interest, 
assured FisHER and CALDWELL that he 
would not be ‘a deadhead in the enter- 
prise” whose success depended at that 
time upon the passage, some months 
later, of an act that gave the land grant 
value. 

They would like to have him tell how 
he was able to sell at 80 cents on the dol- 
lar Little Rock bonds which had no mar- 
ket value, and give the names of the 
persons or corporations that were in- 
duced to buy them from him. They 
would like to know what favors 
the Speaker of the House gave to 
the mysterious purchasers who enabled 
him to account for almost worthless bonds 
to SANBORN and others for 70 cents on the 
dollar. He was ‘entirely familiar” with 
the circumstances attending the sale of 
similar bonds at 79 cents to two railroad 
companies deeply interested >in Congres- 
sional legislation. They would like to 
have him describe those circumstances 
and give the name of the man who sold. 

They would like a frank statement of 
the motives that led him to tell such bare- 
faced lies about his connection with the 
company formed for monopolizing the 
mineral products of the Hocking Valley— 
lies established by his own letters. They 
would like to know how the Speaker of 
the House was able, ‘* by a strange revo- 
lution of circumstances,” to control a 
very large interest in the franchise 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad, and 
how much his shares in the Iowa Falls 
and Sioux City land grant road really 
cost him, and why he was so sanguine 
that he could do something with THomas 
They would like to have him 
tell why he fell on his knees before MUL- 
LIGAN and begged for the letters which he 
afterward obtained by trickery, and why 
he authorized FIisHER to pay $10,000 for 
the letters which MULLIGAN retained. 

They would be glad to have him explain 
his course with reference to the Thurman 
act, and tell them why he served GOULD 
and HUNTINGTON by striving to kill that 
righteous measure and by voting against 
it in company with Dorsey, KELLOGG, 
SPENCER, and other men of their kind. 
They would like to have him frankly de- 
fine his attitude toward legislation to be 
framed hereafter for the purpose of hold- 
ing to a strict account the great railroad 
jobbers who owe the people $102,000,000, 

Frank statements concerning these 
questions and many others of a similar 
nature would be warmly welcomed by 
those who now believe that he is unscru- 
pulous, dishonest, a wholesale deaier in 
falsehoods, and the most corrupt Ameri- 
can in public life. He has not made 
them, nor have his friends made them. 
Some of his followers unwisely began to ex- 
plain and defend, but soon discovered that 
it would be safer to ignore. And BLAINE, 
who was to make an aggressive canvass, 
has been forced, by the exposure of his 
jobbery, to traverse the country at ‘‘ thirty 
miles an hour” begginy for votesand crying 
that a protective tariff is the only issue, 
while the real issue is this: Shall the 
oftice of President be given to a dishonest 
and corrupt candidate, surrounded and 
owned by dishonest and corrupt men, or 
to an honest man who regards public 


office as a public trust and will drive out 
thieves ? 


MR. JOY’S “ DENIAL.” 

The correspondence between Mr. Joy 
and Mr. BEECHER is of small moment in 
its bearing upon the canvass. Mr. BEECH- 
ER’s statement of Mr. Joy’s remarks about 
BLAINE simply offered cumulative testi- 
mony to BLAINe’s venality. In the 
enormous mass of undisputed testi- 
mony already taken to the same effect, 
the circumstance that BLAINE offered to 
make a committee to suit a railway man- 
ager in return for a bribe is of very little 
consequence. Everybody now knows that 
BLAINE was perfectly capable of making 
such an offer and of taking such a bribe, 
and that is the important point. Who- 
ever doubts that would not be convinced 
though one rose from the dead. 

But, thouch this is of no moment in the 


Joy and Mr. BEECHER might be of great 
moment to Mr. Joy in case of the election 
of Mr. BuaiIneE. That accounts for the 
vehemence with which Mr. Joy seems to 
deny Mr. BEECHER’s statement. The dis- 
pute is also of some moment to the ac- 
quaintances of Mr. Joy and Mr. BEECHER 
respectively. 

We say Mr. Joy seems to deny Mr. 
BEECHER’S statement, but it is perfectly 
plain to whoever reads his statement that 
it is not a substantial denial of Mr. 
BEECHER’S statement, but a quibble over 
the formal accuracy of the statement. 

Mr. Joy says: ‘‘I never said in any 
conversation that Mr. BLAINE when 
Speaker made me an offer or proposition, 
directly or through a third person, that 
he would appoint a committee to suit me, 
or puta manupon that committee such 
as I wished, if I would buy Little Rock or 
Fort Smith bonds of him at par or other- 
wise.” This is what Mr. Joy apparently 
means to be taken as a denial of Mr. 
BEECHER’S story. The rest of his letter 
consists of matter irrelevant to the main 
issue. Anybody reading this sentence by 
itself would suspect that there was some 
suppression or evasion in it. There is room 
in it for half a dozen quibbles. The quib- 
ble which Mr. Joy means to make is in- 
dicated a few sentences afterward: ‘I 
was simply stating a conversation of a 
third party with Mr. BLAINE as related’ 
by that party tome.” Now, if Mr. Joy 
wished to show Mr. BEECHER’s mistake, 
and if Mr. BEECHER were radically mis- 
taken about the matter, and if Mr. Joy 
had said nothing about Mr. BLAINE which 
he'was unwilling to stand by, he would tell 
what the story was which he repeated to 
Mr. BEECHER. He is very careful to do 
nothing of the kind. The inference that 
he is willing to have the public draw a 
false conclusion from. statements which 
may be literally true is almost irresistibly 
strong. 

Mr. BEECHER has apparently failed to 
notice the cautious wording of Mr. Joy’s 
letter and assumes it to be a substantial 
denial of his story. Accordingly, in an 
impulsive and characteristic way, he 
‘goes for’ the denial which he rashly 
assumes Mr. Joy to have made, instead of 
looking through Mr. Joy’s remarks in a 
critical spirit to see where the quibble 
comes in. As nobody can possibly have 
imagined that Mr. BrECHER invented such 
a story out of whole cloth, and as Mr. 
Joy is careful not to charge him with 
having done so, Mr. BEECHER’S veracity 
is really not challenged in this matter; 
nor is it necessary to assume that Mr. Joy 
has told an untruth. It is plain, however, 


both from the verbal caution of Mr. Joy 


and from the hot indignation of Mr. 
BEECHER, that Mr. BEECHER’s statement 
was substantially truthful, though it may 
have contained literal inaccuracies, upon 
one of which /!Mr. Joy has hung his de- 
lusive semblance of a denial. 

Mr. Joy’s charge upon Mr. BEECHER of 
a breach of confidence and an outrage up- 
on hospitality is sufficient proof that Mr. 
BEECHER has not invented or perverted 
what Mr. Joy told him about Mr. BLAINE. 
It is not a breach of hospitality to betray 
what you did not hear aman say at his 
own table. Itis simply lying. We may 
remind Mr. Joy, however, that Mr. 
BEECHER did not publish the story which 
Mr. Joy told him, but that its publication 
was brought about by the superserviceable 
zeal of a fool friend of Mr. Joy’s own,

HITTING MR. JOY HARD, 


HENRY WARD BEECHER MAKES A PLAIN 
STATEMENT AND OFFERS WITNESSES, 


J. F. Joy, in a letter published in yester- 
day’s Tribune, denied the statements which have 
been made by Henry Ward Beecher in regard to 
the accusations which he made against James G. 
Blaine at his own dinner table, in Detroit, and 
asserted that Mr. Beecher’s memory wasat fault. 
Following Mr. Joy’s letter was another signed 
*“A Member of Plymouth Church,” which as- 
serts that Mr. Beecher’s memory is notoriously 
bad, and that those of his friends and parish- 
ioners who know him best never trust to it, 
even in making engagements with him, but de- 
pend on Mrs. Beecher to remind him of his ap- 
pointments. Mr. Beecher, the moment he saw 
these two documents, wrote the following letter 
to Mr. Joy, reasserting his former statements 
regarding the now historical after-dinner inter- 
view, and paying his respects to the anonymous 
**Member of #)ymouth Church” in no uncertain 
style: 


Mr. Joy: 

Sir: You said at your own table, before me, 
that Mr. Blaine offered toform a committee as 
you desired it, provided you would take certain 
bonds of him atpar. You did lean back in your 
chair, put yourthumbs into your vest shoulders, 
and add, with contempt: ‘** That’s the man that 
Biaine is.” 

I did not violate the laws of hospitality in 
using the incident. I never spoke of it publicly 
until your injudicious friend, Gov. Alger, made 
a garbled statement, which, under your denial, 
made me a false witness. Then I was justified 
in self-defense. A member of Plymouth Church, 
who isashamed of his own name, explains, in 
close connection with your letter of this morn- 
ing, that Mr. Beecher is known to be very for- 
getful. Yes, ten thousand things I forget, and 
ten thousand things I remember. I do both 
thoroughly, and your statement was burned into 
my memory as with fire, and your falsehood 
will, I fear, be burned into your memory as 
with fire. 

Such effrontery is marvelous even in this po- 
litical campaign. Do you dare look ex-Goy. 
Baldwin, of Michigan, in the face, who sat next 
me at your table, and deny that you made such 
statements? What will he think of you? Do 
you dare say that you never made like state- 
ments of Blaine’s conduct in the transaction al- 
luded to to Mr. E. Smith, President of the Ore- 
gon Transcontinental Company? Mr. Charles 
James and Mr. Kneeland, of the New-York Ele- 
vated Railroad, both say that Mr. Smith stated to 
them that Joy had made to him like statements, 
Will Mr. Smith publicly deny it? 

Will you deny to Mr. John Harmon, of De- 
troit, who was your attorney and was conversant 
with the whole matter at the time of its happen- 
ing, the correctness of the substance of my 
statement ? 

Allow me to ask, by way of retreshing your 
memory, whether the amount which Blaine re- 
quired was not nearer $40,000 than $25,000? 
whether the intermediary between Blaine and 
yourself was not “Subsidy Pomeroy,” and 
whether proper and honest indignation on that 
occasion was not so extreme that you would 
have sworn outright had it not been luckily that 
you were a church member? 

Mr. Joy, you have told this story too many 
times and to too many people’ to have made it 
prudent to deny it now. 

The advantage which is expected from your 
denial can last now but a day or two, but the lie 
will endure forever. It will abide with you, fol- 
low you home, dwell in your memory, be present 
in your old age, stand by your coffin, and meet 
you in God’s judgment day! May He who founa 
a way to forgive lying Peters forgive you and 
have mercy on your soul in that awful day.

OPERA AT THE STAR THEATRE. 

A smooth and impressive performance 
of “ Norma” delighted a fairly numerous audi. 
ence assembled at the Star Theatre last evening 
Beiltini’s opera is so seldom represented nowa. 
days that the rising generation has had no op. 
portunity to grow weary of music which palled 
upon the ear fifteen or twenty years since, and 
it is quite certain that to many of the youth. 
ful spectators gathered in the Star Theatre 
last night the sweet and flowing strains 
were fresher than “Aida” or ‘*OCarmen.” 
Just at present, the chance of beholding 
an ideal Norma is not very promising. Even as 
the soldier of the period would sink to earth 
under the armor worn by the warriors of old, 
the modern prima donna, trained to give voice 
to the vibrant themes of Verdi, or to the 
light and florid music of less dramatic com- 
posers, is overmatched by the broad pas- 
sion and phrasing without which  Bel- 
lini’s heroine can have no_ existence. 
Mme. Titiens was a great Norma, and the last of 
her race; the dilettante who did not behold hey 
performance of Norma is not likely to look upon 
the composer’s Druidess for many years to come. 
‘* Norma,” however, Is scarcely to be set aside 
for lack of an ideal representative of the priest- 
ess, and, when the opera can be brought out at 
effectively as it wason the occasion under notice, 
its reproduction is to be cordiallycommended. The 
principal numbers were sung with earnestness 
and feeling by all the artists concerned, and, 
from a histrionic standpoint, the representation 
was quite as powerful as any operatic repre- 
sentation offered by an Italian company imbued 
with the ideas and methods of the modern 
italian school. The‘honors of the evening were 
of course borne off by the prima donnas, Signora 
Damerini’s portrayal of Norma being especial) 
admirable as a lyric effort, and Signora Orlandi, 
as Adalgisa, furnishing such valuable aid to Sig- 
nora Damerini as endowed the duets between 
the two women with uncommon impressive- 
ness. Signora Damerini rendered “Casta diva" 
with simplicity and taste, and distinguished her. 
self particularly in the allegro following, which 
she executed with euse and brilliancy. The ter. 
zetto commencing “Oh! di qual sei tu vittima”™ 
also went capitally, and so did Norma’s touch- 
ing appeal to Adalgisa, beginning ** Deh! con 
te.” The most telling incident of the 
night was the duet “Mira, o mura,” and 
notably the allegro of that number, 
in which the voices of Signore Damerini ana Or. 
landi were charmingly biended and the florid 
measures sung with precision and brilliancy. 
Several attempts to secure repeats were made 
during the evening, and the performers very 
wisely avoided wearying themselves by acced- 
ing to the demands, but an exception was 
made when the second part of the duet 
last referred to was encored amid genuine en- 
thusiasm, and it was interpreted anew. Signor 
Giannini, whose fine and robust voice is unim- 
paired by_the hard work the tenor has lately 
done, was Pollione, and sang with the earnest- 
ness and vigor that have characterized his every 
performance. Signor Serboitni was a capable 
Oroveso. The chorus was tolerably efficient, and 
the orchestra excelient.

MASTER BANNER’S RECITAL. 

Master Michael Banner, a young lad whé 
made his appearance in public in this city two 
years agof$and has since studied violin play- 
ing in the Paris Conservatoire and borne off the 
first prize in the late concours at that institution, 
gavea recital of violin music at the Casino yes- 
terday afternoon for the entertainment of a few 
invited guests. The object of the exhibition is not 
readily divined, for Master Banner takes part in 
a concert next Sunday evening, and his perform- 
ances would tnen have had at least as much crit. 
ical attention as was accorded them yesterday. 
Now, however, that Master Banner has been 
heard since his return from abroad, it can do no 
harm to say that his tone is pure, round, and 
quite powerful. his intonation correct, his 
bowing free and broad, his left-hand work 
facile, swift, and accurate, and his style unaf- 
fected and pleasing. Deep feeling, warmth, and 
masterly brilliancy are qualities, of course, that 
his playing does not yet reveal. They come with 
age, and.experience,and are not acquired in the 
schools. Master Banner has provided them with 
an admirable foundation, as his technique is capi- 
tal, while his execution denotes intelligence 
and musical instinct, as well as mechanical skill. 
He rendered yesterday Vieuxtemps’s * Introduc- 
tion and Rondo,” Bach’s ‘*Chaconne,” and 
Wieniawski’s ** Airs Russes.”” The ** Chaconne” 
was a wonderful performance, and would have 
done credit to any virtuoso, and the two lighter 
pieces were interpreted with correctness and 
simplicity and in a thoroughly interesting and 


effective manner.

THALIA THEATRE. 

Adolf Wildbrandt’s play, ‘‘ Arria and 
Messalina,’® was presented for the first time at 
the Thalia Theatre last evening, and met with 
favor on the part of a large audience. The play 
is a tragedy in five acts of exceedingly sombre 
character. Its scene is laidin Rome a half-cen- 
tury after the birth of Christ, and the plot turns 
on the guilty loves of Messalina, the wife 
of Claudian, and on =her hatred of 
Arria. The latter’s son falls a victim to 
the wiles of the Empress, and expiateg 
his shame with his suicide. <Arria and her 
husband also die by their own hands to prevent

The play is full of heroic declamation, but lacks 
action, especially in the first act. The cast was 
a good one, and as much was made of the play 
as its texture would bear. Fraulein Schambere 
ortrayed Messalina with much force and feel- 
ng. She displayed much pathetic power and 
was at her best in the scenes where the 
Queen asserts her dignity. Her acting, too, at 
the bier of Arria’s son was marked by its expres~- 
sion of natural emotion and its reserved force. 
Friulein Delia, who portrayed Arria, gave a 
ood, though at times a stilted, personation of a 
oman matron. Herr Pategg, who appeared as 
Ceecina Pzretus, Arria’s husband, proved accept- 
able. Herr Alexander, the Marcus, son of Arria, 
was natural avd unaffected, and gave evidence 
of genuine dramatic art. The minor parts were 
in good hands, and the mounting was appro- 
priate. The audience, obeying a direction of the 
management, refrained from applauding or 
recalling the actors until the fail of the curtain 
after each scene. On every such occasion, how- 
ever, they made up for their abstention by 
vehement tokens of appreciation.

{HE ENTHUSIASM AROUSED BY 
HIs VISIT. 

RECEIVING THE GOOD WISHES OF MANY 
ARDENT FRIENDS—A DINNER BEFORE 
HIS DEPARTURE FOR ALBANY. 

Gov. Cleveland was wearied enough by 
his trip to Newark Monday night, and it was 10 
o'clock before he joined a party of his friends in 
one of the breakfast rooms at the Hoffman 
House yesterday morning. Adjt.-Gen. Farns- 
worth, Gen. Charles Tracey, of Albany; Col. 
Charles K. McCune, of the Buftalo Courier, and 
the Governor's private secretary, Col. Daniel 
§. Lamont, made up the party who break- 
fasted with the Governor. During the 
forenoon a great many visitors were ad- 
mitted to the Governor's suite of rooms. 
It was not intended that there should 
be a general reception, and many prominent 
gentlemen, when they heard this, abandoned the 
idea of calling upon him and returned to their 
places of business down town. Among those, 
however, who sent up their cards and were 
promptly ushered into the Governor's presence 
were the Hon. Samuel Randall, George R. Con- 
verse, of Ohio; Senator McPherson, of New-

The Governor received no callers during the 
evening, though a basketful of cards were sent 
up. It was 8:15 o’clock when the dinner was 
over. Mr. Cleveland stepped into his parlor, 
put on his overcoat, which had been drying 
before the cheerful grate fire, and, taking the 
arm of Gen. Farnsworth, went out by the pri- 
vate entrance and stepped into a coach, in 
which were seated Mrs. and Miss Lamont. The 
corridors of the hotel were crowded with 
Cleveland enthusiasts. But the Governor was 
far up Fifth-avenue before they found out that 
he had left the hotel. Few people were at the 
Grand Central Station when the Governor 
walked through the waiting room, but the few

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REVIEWING THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
YHE ENTHUSIASTIC CROWDS WHICH GATH- 
ERED DESPITE THE RAIN. 

Murky clouds hung low in the sky yester- 
terday afternoon when the hour approached for 
the review of the First and Second Divisions of 
the National Guard by Gov. Cleveland. Rain fell 
gently and steadily on the heads and umbrellas 
of the just and the unjust, the Democrat and 
the Republican, the street arab, and the brass- 
mounted policeman. The streets were muddy, 
and little pools of water lurked in auspicious 
places, prepared to outrage the lower extensicns 
of hapless sight seekers as well as the regimental 


trousers of the brave boysin line. Nevertheless, 
by 2o’clock crowds had begun to assemble in 
Madison-square to witness the pageant, which 
promised to bea bedraggled one. Long before 
there was the faintest sign of movement on the 
part of the line people were massed in the square 
in large and uncomfortable numbers. 

A stand had been erected for Gov. Cleveland 
and his staff and other spectators on the west 
side of Fifth-avenue, just below the Worth Mon- 
ument. The rain poured down on the bare 
planks and quickly produced numerous soft 
sides on the pine boards. The eager mob gazed 
up at the vacant seats and yearned for them in 
vain. There was no hope for any man who had 
not a ticket or asoft spot in the heart of Capt. 
Williams. A host of policemen stood in line on 
either side of the avenue to keep back the crowd. 


Superintendent Wailing was in command, with i © 


Capt. Williams as chief aide. The men under them 
were from the reserves of the vurious precincts. 
Inspector Thorne, muffied up in a huge over- 
coat, loitered around and inspected the work of 
the force. Inspector Byrnes was also conspicu- 
ously present, accompanied by asoul-comforting 
cigar. The grand stand began to fill up about 
2:30 with ladies and gentlemen who were fortu- 
nate enough to have influence with the com- 
manding officers of the National Guard. 

Soon afterward a commotion began in the 
neighborhood of Twenty-fourth-street, and then 
a rousing cheer broke out. Then Gov. Cleve- 
land and Adjt.-Gen. Farnsworth, in a large open 
coach, drawn by four white horses, wheeled out 
from Twenty-tourth-street into Fifth-avenue 
apd started up town. They were followed by 
the officers of the Governor's staff in three 
coaches. As they rolled along the avenue the 
crowd, dampened and uncomfortable as it was, 
found its lungs in good order and cheered Gov. 
Cleveland to the echo. He was kept busy bow- 
ing and raising his hat until, as a wit on the stand 
remarked, he wasin danger of catching a cold 
that would end his existence before he could be 
inaugurated. All the way up Fifth-avenue the 
pavements and stoops were lined with people, 
who cheered, clapped their hands, and waved 
handkerchiefs most enthusiastically. 

The head of the line of troops formed at Forty- 
second-street. There was much delay in getting 
the men into line. Some of the regiments were 
late in reaching the rendezvous, and one did not 
arrive until after the Governor. Finally the lines 
were formed and the Governor went through 
the customary form of riding around them. 
Then be drove down the avenue again, and was 
again warmly applauded. By the time he had 
reached the stand a great crowd had assembled, 
and he was received with unbounded enthusiasm. 
A decorator had done his deadly work on the 
stand during the Governor's ride up town. and 
red bunting, fringed with gold, adorned the 
railing, while American tags Joomed in the 
background. On the southeasterly cor- 
ner was raised the State fiag, and there the Gov- 
ernor took his stand, whiie around him were 

rouped Adjt.-Gen. Farnsworth, Gen. Horatio C. 

ing, and other staff officers, his private secre- 
tary. Daniel 5. Lamont, und his two sisters, Mrs. 
Hoyt and Miss Cleveland. Sergt Schmittberger 
and halfa score of burly policemen cleared a 
space on the park side of the avenue, the use of 
which subsequently became apparent. 

Then the distant thumping of drums became 
audible, gradually drawiug nearer. Ina few 
moments a battalion of mounted police rode 
by in excelient form, the Sergeant in command 
saluting the Governor with his club. Then came 
ajor-Gen. Alexander Shaler, commander of the 
First Division, and his staff. After saluting they 
took up a position south of the stand, as did the 
other staffs when they arrived. Gen. Shaler’s 
staff was followed by Gen. WilhamG. Ward, 
commanding the First Brigade, and staff. Then 
came Gilmore’s Band, directed by the energetic 
leader in person. The drums had a dull, un- 
wholesome sound. Many of the band drums in 
this and other bands were covered with the rub- 
ber cases, and all the drum corps had their in- 
struments so protected. Gilmore's Band was 
applauded as it passed along. ‘ihen the musi- 
cians wheeled into the open space inthe park 
and played while the regiment marched by, foi- 
lowing them down the avenue. Col. Josiah Por- 
ter and his staff came next, followed by the 
Twenty-second Regiment marching in company 
front. The saluting by the officers of this 
regiment was done well, the color salute 
being perfect. The saluting of most of the regi- 
rents which followed was of a marvelous order. 
Some of the officers saluted when fully a block 
away from Gov. Cleveland; some of the commis- 
sioned officers gave the non-commissioned offi- 
cers’ salute. and some of the color sergeants did 


not salute at all. The Twenty 
was followed by the Ninth, which marched in 
good style. Then came the Twelfth, which was 
very ged. The appearance of the Second 
Battery, which followed, under command of 
Capt. I. P. Earle, was loudly applauded. Then 
came the First Battery, Capt. Louis Wendel, and 
Breele also applauded. The head of the Second 
Brigade, under command of Brig.-Gen. Louis 
Fitzgerald, with his staff, then advanced. 
hind these officers came Cappa's fine band play- 
ing asonorous march. Col. Emmons Clark was 
loudly applauded ashe rode forward, followed 
by his crack regiment. The Seventh turned out 
very strongand marched in good order. Then 
came the Seventy-first, the Eigbth, and the 
a The last-named was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Next came the head of the Second Division, led 
by Gen. C. T. Christensen and staff. Following 
these officers were the T'wenty-third Regiment, 
which did not turn out very strong; the Thirty- 
second, the Forty-seventh, and the Third Bat- 
tery. The last-named body was out in full foree 
and presented a fine appearance. Col. McLeer, 
commanding the Third Brigade, with his staff 
came next. Then followed the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment, marching in good order and in strong 
numbers. Mr. Beecher was not in line. Next 
came the Fourteenth Regiment, followed by the 
Fifteenth Separate Company, of Flushing, in full 
marching order except haversacks. The appear- 
ance of these last men, with their overcoats slung 
around their bodies, was very fine, and they were 
loudly applauded. 

After the reviewthe crowd's pent-up enthusiasm 
broke loose, and cheer upon cheer went up for 
Gov. Cleveland. Just as they died away some 
one proposed ** three cheers for our next Presi- 
dent,” and they rang out with great enthusiasm. 
The Governor bowed a+ aeggnn 4 and then, en- 
tering his coach, was driven to Delmonico’s fol- 
lowed by ail the staff officers who haa taken part 
in the review. 


FIT FOR JUDICIAL OFFICES. 
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CANDIDATES FAVORED BY THE BAR ASSOCI- 
ATION, 

A special meeting of the Bar Association 
was held last evening to receive the report of 
the Committee en Judicial Nominations. Presi- 
dent James C. Carter occupied the chair, and 
about 80 members of the association were pres- 
ent. John M. Scribner, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, read the report. The committee, the re- 
port said, had had no communication with any 
of the nominating conventions before the judi- 
cial nominations were made, and had been con- 
fined in its work to considering the names pre- 
sented by the different parties. Some of the 


gentlemen, omitted in the report, the commit- 
tee declared to be wholly unobjectionable, ex- 
cept for a lack of experience.

tion, suitable persons to be voted for at the approach- 
ing election: Eharles A. Rapallo and Charles Andrews 
for Judges of the Court of Appeals, Joseph F. Daly, 
Richard L. Larremore, Henry Wilder Alien, Edward 
Patterson, Henry E. Howland, Theron G. Strong, and 
Charles H. Knox for Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas of the city and county of New-York. 

Resolved, That Rastus 8. Ransom, who has received 
a nomination for the office of District Attorney of the 
city and county of New-York, is, in the opinion of this 
association, a suitable person to be voted for for that 


office at the approaching election. 

The resolutions were passed by the associa- 
tion, the yote being taken on each candidate 
separately. The vote for Judges Rapallo and 
Andrews was unanimous. When the name of 
Joseph F. a (Tammany) was called, one or 
two nays were heard, and several of those pres- 
ent voted against the indorsement of Judge 
Larremore, (also a Tammany nominee.) Of the 
two County Democracy candidates for the Com- 
mon Pleas bench, Henry Wilder Allen was de- 
clared a suitable person to vote for by a vote of 
40 to 24, and but one * nay” was heard when the 
name of Edward Patterson was acted upon.

DRIVERS TO PROTECT BROADWAY. 

About 60 or 70 truck drivers and owners 
of trucks and wagons met in a little room at 
Cooper Union last night to protest against the 
proposed building of a street railway through 
Broadway. Mr. Tobias Cody called the meeting 
to order. Thomas Dougherty, an old but fiery 
truckman, made a vigorous protest against the 
proposed scheme. He desired the truck drivers 
in the city, who number fully 15,000, to 
rise in a body and prevent, if need be 
by force, the laying of a single track 
in the only open thoroughfare now 
in the city. ‘* The first man,” he said, who lays 
a pick on Broadway for that purpose, ‘*so heip 
me God, will have to walk over my corpse first.” 
Mr. Dougherty then denounced the Board of 
Aldermen in no mild terms. ‘“* They are a pack 
of unhung rascals,” he said. “* They are walking 
devils in human shape.” 

The speaker was loudly applauded, and Mr. F. 
B. Thurber, in a short address, then urged his 
hearers to unite in a strong and permanent body 
and fight the scheme. “‘If you send a commit- 
tee.” he said, *‘to the Aldermen to ask a favor, 
they will grant it if they know the men are 
backed by 10,000 votes. As it now stands you 
have no influence.” A committee of ten was ap- 
pointed by the Chair to wait on the Aldermen at 
jl o’clock this morning to Jay their case before 
them, and shortly after the meeting was ad- 
journed for two weeks.

PLEDGED TO CITY REFORM 


INDORSING THE NOMINATION OF 
MR. GRACE. 

THE RATIFICATION MEETING OF THE COUNTY 
DEMOCRACY, IRVING HALL, AND THE 
GERMAN INDEPENDENTS. 

The Academy of Music was well filled 
last night with a mass ratification meeting of 
the County Democracy, Irving Hall Democrats, 
and the German independents. The body of the 
hall and the top gallery were filled early. 
Before the Secretary was called upon to 
read the usual list of Vice-Presidents listen- 
ers were standing severals rows deep, though 
seats enough for all were vacant in the mezza- 
nine boxes. Among 300 gentlemen who thumped 
their canes and umbrellas on the roomy stage 
were Congressman William McAdoo, the Hon. 
George L. Converse, of Ohio; Judge William H. 
Kelly, Police Justice Power, District Attorney 
Olney, Deputy County Clerk H. S. Beattie, Com- 
missioner Hubert O. Thompson, Col. T. A. Ham- 
ilton, F. A. Hamlin, J. R. Voorhis, E. Ellery An- 
derson, ex-Senator Fitzgerald, and Judges Ford 
and Truax. 

The Chairman of the meeting, Henry Clausen, 
Jr., in his opening remarks started a round of 
enthusiasm which increased as the meeting went 
on. He spoke of the significance of the business 
men’s union for national and municipal reform, 
the stanch character and growing popularity of 
Grover Cleveland, and the brightening prospects 
of his success. Congressman Converse was cor- 
dially greeted. He plunged at once into the 
tariff, and argued that never, from 1789 to 1884 
had any political party which ever was strong 
enough to elect an Elector advocated free trade, 


though a few cranks had attempted to make it 
appear so. The old-time cry of Democratic suc- 
cess and absolutely free trade was being shouted 
in this campaign as loudly as ever, notwithstand- 
ing the declarations of equal and incidental pro- 
tection and solicitude for American industries 
in the Democratic platform adopted last July. 
The Democratic Party, he argued, had always 
been the firm and earnest friend of the work- 
ingman, and was now. Mr. Blaine’s public 
record did not show him to be a friend 
to the laborer. Quite the contrary. He 
had always legislated against them in 
Congress. Mr, Converse contrasted with Blaine 
Republican protestations the present stagnation 
of commerce and thousands of unemployed 
laborers, while corn was being used for f in 
the West, and continuous streams of gold were 
being hoardea in the Treasury. It was from this 
overfiowing Treasury that officeholders in- 
creased and nine-tenths of public trouble 
arose. The simple remedy for it was to leave 
the money in the pockets of the people. 
Root out overtaxation. Mr. Converse con- 
cluded with a forcible argument that it 
was high time for a change in the Government. 
Speaking for Ohio, he said that with a free ballot 
and a fair count it would have given a good 
Democratic victory in October. Republican 
officers — Pension Commissioner Dudley as a 
notable example—were ready to do anything in 
their desperation. In November, though, there 
would be an immense uprising for Cleveland and 
reform. [Immense cheering. 

Ex-Senator William A. Wallace, of Pennsyl- 
vania, provoked rcars of merriment by his 
humorous references to the Blaine hippodrome. 
He read from mr. Blaine’s organ in this city the 
Republican candidate’s speech at Chautauqua 
on Monday, and pointed out instances where 
he was endeavoring to deceive by falsehood. 
Among other things he was frantically wav- 
ing the bloody shirt. This means that 
he had abandoned the South and in- 
tended to appeal solely to the North for 
votes tostem the tidal wave for reform and 
Cleveland. Mr. Biaine’s defeat meant reduced 
taxation for the workingman and the removal of 
unjust and injurious barriers from the seashore 
s0 that the United States might take her place 
in the commerce and carrying trade of the 
world. Monopolies would not be fostered, nora 
constantly growing surplus pulled out of the 
people's pockets. 

Ex-State Senator James Fitzgerald spoke en- 
thusiastically for Cleveland, and was vocifer- 
ously cheered. The audience “ki-yied” and 
*hurrahed” him when he punched up John 
Kelly and made fun of the Tammany local 
ticket. It drowned the speaker's voice when he 
began to talk about William R. Grace, and 
vowed in a unanimous chorus of “ayes” that it 
would do its utmost to elect him. It laughed 
until it was tired when Mr. Fitzgerald said that 
Mr. Blaine and the millionaires were wise to have 
their dinner before the funeral. 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted pre- 
dicting a triumphant victory for Cleveland and 
approving the platform upon which h- stands; 
indorsing the ticket_nominated by the County 
Democracy, Irving Hall Democrats, German-

permit me now to accept the nomination and to 
thank the several bodies whom you represent for 
this mark of their confidence. The nomination 
comes to me unsought and I accept it absolutely 
free of pledges or promises of any kind, direct or 
indirect. If elected, I shall, to the best or my 
ability, administer the great trust with energy 
and feariessness. regarding only the good of the 
city and not that of individuais or of political 
parties or organizations. 

The vast sums required to be expended in the 
construction of the new aqueduct, new parks, 
and other public improvements, call now more 
than ever before for extreme care and watchful- 
ness in the disbursement of the public moneys, 
in order that the increase of the municipal debt 
may be no greater than is absolutely necessary. 
Hereafter, as 1 have heretofore done, 1 shall 
make it my particular business to secure, as far 
as lies in my power, the proper administration of 
all the municipal departments, and appoint 
none but properly qualified men to tl the 
vacancies which may occur during my term 
of office. I shail do all in my power 
to improve the whole public service. On- 
ly men of capacity and integrity should 
be appointed to office, but in order that pertect 
justice be done to all persons seeking employ- 
ment in the subordinate bureaus of the munici- 
pal departments I believe that no higher stand- 
ard of qualification should be required than that 
actually and properly demanded by the office to 
be filled and the work to be done. It will be my 
especial endeavor to secure for the city as Com- 
missioners of Police men who understand and 
appreciate the dignity and importance of that 
department, and who shall not only be of such 
character as to inspire the confidence of the 
community, but whoshall be worthy tocommand 
a police force than which I believe there is none 
more courageous and faithful in any city 
where the problem of maintaining the peace is 
as difficult as in the city ot New-York. While 
Mayor and subsequently I uniformly advocated 
the passage of a law to deprive the Board of 
Aldermen of their power of confirmation and to 
vest full power and consequent individual re- 
sponsibility in the Mayor. The citizens of New- 
York, independent of party. during the last 
Winter secured the passage of such a measure. 1 
realize fully the increased responsibilities of the 
office, and shall by my appointments endeavor 
to justify the people in. having demanded, and 
the Legislature in having given, such enlarged 
powers to the Mayor; and I shal! undertake the 
duties of the office with a keen sense of account- 
ability to the public, and shall at no time seek 
to avoid the full and complete responsibility for 
my acts. 

Were I to be elected I should, by every proper 
method, strive to secure the passage by the 
Legislature of a bill which should provide for 
Spring elections for municipal offices at the 
earliest practicable date, thus enabling all citi- 
zens to vote for local officers free from the com- 
plications of issues and interests attending elec- 
tions as now beld. In my opinion, such elections 
would enable us to deal much more freely and 
far more intelligently with questions of munici- 
ned yedehag eyes and secure the election of the 

it men to office free from all agen political 
or partisan considerations. With regard to the 
details of administration I shall now say noth- 
ing. I have already been Mayor of the city and 
the record of my administration furnishes the 
only proper means of judging how I would con- 
duct the office were I re-elected. If my former 
administration was weak or lacking in vigor and 
intelligent direction I am not entitied to re- 
election. If in the past I did not perform prop- 
erly the duties of my office promises would now 
be valueless. If those duties were well r- 
formed promises are not needed. I therefore 
make none, further than that I will consider no 
interests but those of the city, andif elected I 
will enter into office free from any obligations 
or pledges of any kind or nature whatever, 
other than those which are contained in the 
oath of office and in this letter of acceptance.

BAD EVEN AS A WARD POLITICIAN 
—_—_.—_ — 
MR, BEECHER DENOUNCES THE ‘‘ SPECKLED 
CANDIDATE” AT TRENTON. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 28.—Taylor’s Opera 
House to-night contained the largest audience 
of thecampaign. The straightout Republicans 
were very greatly surprised at the outpouring 
of citizens. A great many Republicans were on 
the stage andin the audience. Gen. Edward L. 
Campbell, one of Trenton’s leading lawyers, who 
commanded the old First New-Jersey Brigade 
during the war, presided. He has been a life- 
long Republican, and at one time was the candi- 
date of that party for Mayor of thiscity. He 


stated his reasons for -repudiating the nominee 
of his former party and gave a scathing denun- 
ciation of Mr. Blaine. Gen. Campbell then in- 
troduced the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 

Mr. Beecher was received with cheer after 
cheer, and it was several minutes before order 
was restored. He denied the accuracy of pub- 
lished reports which made him say that Cleve- 
land was a freetrader. He also stated that the 
story that he had said a man who could not live 
on bread and water was not fit to live was an 
absolute falsehood. At present, he said, there 
were three parties and four candidates; one of 
two would be elected—Cleveland or Blaine.

Beecher said he had admired Blaine 
for his pluck, but he _ had _ suspected 
him, and his suspicions had been proved to be 
true. it was nocrime to be nich, but it wasa 
crime fora man tosteal himseif rich.

THE YOKOHAMA TYPHOON. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS AS TO LOSS OF LIFE 
AND PROPERTY. 

San Francisco, Oct. 28.—The steamer 
Arabic, which arrived on Sunday from China 
and Japan, brought the following additional de- 
tails of the great typhoon of Sept. 15, which 
caused such terrible destruction of life and prop- 
erty at Yokohama and Tokio. The storm came 
up so rapidly and with such fury that no pre- 
cautions could be taken. In Yokohama the en- 
tire lower part of the city, called the “ Settle- 
ment,” was completely wrecked. No house was 


left standing. The inhabitants made no attempt 
to save their property, but fled for their lives to 
escape drowning from the rushing waters driven 
upon the land by the fury of the wind. The 
newspapers make no attempt to furnish details of 
the destruction in that part of thecity. They 
summarize by saying as the Settlement was de- 
stroyed it was useless to publish any details. 
The higber portions of the city, being more ex- 
posed, were equally unfortunate. Several of 
the largest and most substantial buildings were 
swept away as if built of pasteboard. In that sec- 
tion alone 128 houses were destroyed and 390 dam- 
aged. The loss of life on shore was less than at 
sea. Out of 80 sailing vessels 53 were lost, with 
223 persons on boa Twelve vessels, with 120 
persons, are also missing. Of five life boats that 
went to rescue drowning crews four were 
swamped and 10 men of their crews were 
drowned. The typhoon is the severest expe- 
rienced since 1870.

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A HUSBAND ACCUSED OF A TER- 


RIBLE CRIME. 

HIS STORIES CONTRADICTORY—WHAT HIS 
CHILDREN SAY—ANOTHER ACCUSATION 
AGAINST HIM. 

George McVeatty, of No. 470 Second- 
street, Jersey City, was arraigned in Justice 
Stilsing’s court, in Jersey City, yesterday, on a 
charge of having killed his wife by burning her 
to death. Mrs. Ellen McVeatty, the victim of 
the tragedy, was terribly burned at her home 
on Sunday last in consequence of her clothing 
taking fire, and she died a few hours after her 
removal to St. Francis's Hospital. When the 
police were notified of the occurrence they were 
informed that Mrs. McVeatty had tried to 
brighten a fire at 2:30 o’clock Sunday afternoon 
with kerosene oil, and that the can exploding in 
her hand the oil had been scattered over her thin 
calico dress and set her ablaze. 

The neighbors, however, quietly discussed the 
tragedy in another aspect, and a rumor prevailed 
among them that the luckless woman was the 
victim of her husband's malevolence. The po- 
lice and Dr. Charles B. Converse, the County 
Physician, were prompted by these rumors to in- 
vestigate the matter, and the result was the ar- 
rest of McVeatty on a charge of having deliber- 
ately murdered his wife. His daughter Rosa 


made the formal complaint against him. As the 
State was not prepared to go on with the case 
yesterday McVeatty was remanded till Thursday 
for a further hearing. 

McVeatty came from Ireland some years ago. 

He left his wife and two daughters behind him. 
The girls went into a convent and Jeda life of 
seclusion till their father sent for them to come 
to this country. They came, and after their 
arrival, oy A say, their father made them sub- 
mit to his lustful desires. Mrs. McVeatty, the 
wife, followed the daughters, and from the time 
of her arrival the house was the scene of con- 
tinuous warfare. Some months ago the family 
took rooms on the top fioor of a three-story 
basement house on Second-street, near the Point 
of Rocks, in Jersey City. 
* Last Sunday afternoon the wife and her hus- 
band were alo’. in their apartments. Presently 
McVeatty walked down stairs. A second or two 
later his wife dashed out of her apartments, her 
clothing ablaze and screaming forhelp. Mrs, 
O’Brien and other neighbors went to her aid, but 
McVeatty kept on his way down the stairs, mut- 
tering sulleniy as he went. Mrs. McVeatty 
declared to her rescuers that her husband had 
set fire to her clothing, and a man who 
lives on the lowest floor says that he heard Mc- 
Veatty say, as his wifefpassed out of the house, 
“If you're afire, d—n you, burn up !” 

The daughters say there wasa hot fire in the 
rooms at the time, and that there was no occa- 
sion for the use of kerosene oil to make a flame, 
and a little son of the accused man remembers 
that his father, after his mother’s removal to 
the hospital, sprinkled kerosene oil on the floor 
of their apartments, to give color, it is sup- 
posed, to the theory that the explosion of an oil 
can had started the blaze. The police say, how- 
ever, that the kerosene oil can shows no evi- 
dence of having been exploded, and quite upsets 
po ne that death was the result of an acci- 

ent. 

The Catholic priest who attended Mrs. Mc- 
Veatty in her dying moments has been sub- 
poenaed to appear in court on the day of the ex- 
amination, and is expected to be an important 
witness. To him, it is said, Mrs. McVeatty told 
the story of her husband’s crime. The story, as 
he learned it from her, has not been made 
known, but it is understood that she declared 
that while in the room with her husband, and 
while her back was turned to him, he applied 
the match to her clothing, and that she believed, 
if she did not know, that he had thrown oil 
upon her thin garments to make the deadly 
work of the flames al] the more certain. If this 
statement was given to the priest under the seal 
of the confessional it cannot be admitted as 
evidence, but the authorities think that it was 
made in answer to a simple inquiry as to how she 
received her injuries. Almost all the clothing 
she had upon her was consumed by the flames, 
and her neck and face and some parts of her 
body were terribly burned. 

McVeatty claimed at first that he had seen the 
explosion, but subsequently asserted that he was 
in the outhouse at the time. Dr. Converse has 
instructed Coroner Hughes to hold an inquest.

Mr. John O’Brien, of Dutchess County, was a 
visitor to the Democratic State Committee's 
headquarters yesterday. “It looks very much,” 
said he, “as if the Blaine people bad actually 
abandoned this State. There is a noticeable lack 
of determined effort on their partin the rural 
counties. The impression is gaining ground 
among the country people that the show 
that is bein kept up is for appear- 
ance sake only, and that there is no 
heart in it.” The change of the plan 
of Blaine’s movements is accepted as corrobora- 
tive proof of this idea. Some time ago it was 
announced that on his return from the West he 
would visit the northern as well as the southern 
tier.

A CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY OF 
THE FOLGER CAMPAIGN. 
LOW THE DEMOCRATS BOUGHT AN EDITOR 
FOR $2,000—WHITELAW REID PERSON- 
ALLY SUPERVISES THE {STABBING OF 


A REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE, 

Nothing during the unfortunate Folger 
campaign of 1882 created more widespread indig- 
vation among Republicans than the knowledge 
that Whitelaw Reid had printed a large edition 
of the Tribune extras which were being 
circulated as campuign documents by the 
Democrats. The stalwart managers of that 
memorable campaign were resigned to the 
tact that the Republican ticket would receive 
no vigorous support from many leading Repub- 
lican newspapers. They were not, however, 
prepared to believe that Hessians could be found 
by the Democrats among the ranks of Repub- 
ican editors, who for a few dollars would under- 
take to assassinate the Republican candidate. 


Its discovery led to a conference of members of 
the State Committee. The Chairman of the com- 
mittee called public attention to the act in a let- 
ter which he forwarded to the editor of the 
Tribune, with misgivings as to its ever being 
published, The letter as it appeared in the 
ne’s columns was as follows: 
NEw-YorK, Oct. 28, 1882. 

Please publish the following in your paper: 

Our friends should know that the New-York 
Tribune Extra No. 8,madeup of Tribune edi- 
torials intended to assassinate the Republican 
State ticket, is issued as a campaign document 
by. the Democratic State Central Committee. 
One million copies have been printed by the 
Tribune and paid for by the Democratic State 
Committee. 

JOHN F. SMYTH, Chairman Republican State 
Committee. 

Detected in the act, the editor justified his 
course, and proceeded to make a number of 
statements about his bargain with the Demo- 
crats, which were false, as he very well knows.

And 
we hereby give notice that if anybody else wants 
to buy a reprint of anything we have given in 
the Tribune, whether news or comment, in quan- 
tities of a million, or even less, we stand ready to 
supply the demand on the same terms. 

“And now, Mr. John F. Smyth, are you or are 

ou not responsible for this foolish lie spread 

roadcast over the State about the million copies 
and the Democratic Committee and the intent 
to assassinate the Republican State ticket?

The sum of $2,0c) was the price of the editor, 
ana the Democrats considered him costly at that. 
Tne * pony Zribuncs” as the copies of Jribune 
Extra No. 84 were called, were struck off the 

resses in the basement of the Tall Tower, and 

orwarded by the truckload to the headquarters 
of the Democratic State Committee at the Park- 
Avenue Hotel. They madea huge pile onthe 
sidewalk, lumbering it up to the great in- 
convenience of passers-by and of visitors 
to the hotel. They were carefully bundled 
by the Democrats and forwarded to halting Re- 
publicans in the interior of the State. The 
editor was correct when he notified the Repub- 
lican State Committee that * we did not print a 
million of this sheet, or a half miilion or a 
quarter of a million.”’ He did print, however, 
one-fifth of a million, or 200,000 copies; that is 
to say, his customers took it for granted that he 
printed that number, for they paid him 1 cent 
per copy, in all exactly $2,000. 

* We sold and delivered them to a member of 
the Executive Committee of the independent 
Republicans,” quoth the editor. The inde- 

ndent Republicans had no headquarters at the 

‘ark-Avenue Hotel, and nobody can deny that 
the goods were there delivered and there received 
by the Democratic State Committee. It is true 
that there was what the police term a * stall" in 
the case. His name was Frederick W. Holls, of 
Westchester County. The part which he 
played as a go-between was a munor 
one, and he himself will beg to be 
dismissed from any further consideration 
in the transaction.

this campaign publication. The files were care- 
fully scanned for material of a political nature, 
the extracts were dressed up with new headings, 
appropriate to the occasion, put into type in the 
Tribune composing room, and proofs were fur- 
nished the committee. Some of the heads to the 
quotations did not exactly suit the editor 
and he changed them. He even wrote with his 
own hand the conspicuous article in the centre 
of the first page at the top of the columns. He 
gave instructions from his residence to the fore- 
man of the composing room, telephoning how to 
make uptheextra. /'ribune Extra No. 8 is not 
sold to-day over the counter in the office of the 
Tall Tower. * Ail exhausted,” is the laconic an- 
sewer toinqguiries for that instructive number. 
A gentleman who has made diligent search fora 
stray copy says he believes it would be difficult 
to procure one for love or money. Among its 
contents was the following historical letter of 
James G. Biaine:

A NEW POLICE COMMISSIONER. 
FITZ JOHN PORTER TO SERVE OUT MR, 
NICHOLS’S TERM. 

Mayor Edson announced at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon that he had appointed Fitz 
John Porter Police Commissioner to serve out 
the term of the late Sidney P. Nichols, which ex- 
Pires Dec, 31, 1889. At about the same hour, 
March 1, 1875, Mayor Wickham surprised the 
City Hall politicians by appointing Mr. Porter 
Commissioner of Public Works to fill 
out the unexpired term of George M. 
Van Nort, who had resigned. Mr. Porter 
and the Common Council failed to agree 
upon the wages which should be paid laborers 
employed by the Department of Public Works, 
and when, in the following January, Mayor 


Wickham reappointed Mr. Porter, the Council 


sat back on its haunches and refused to confirm 
him. The name was therefore withdrawn and 
that of Allan Campbell substituted. Aside from 
this brief term of 10 months, Mr. Porter has 
never held any office under the y ’ Government. 
It will pce hao many persons to learn that he is 
even a resident of this city. He appears in the 
a Directory as a resident of Morristown, N. J. 

itz John Porter was born in New-Hampshire 
in 1822. He was graduated from the Militar 
Academy at West Poiut in 1845, and served wit 
distinction under Gen. Scott in the Mexican 
war. During the earlier part of the civil war he 
was employed in various capacities, and in the 
Fall of 1862 enjoyed the rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. After the second battle of Bull Run 
charges of insubordination to his superior of- 
ficer, Gen. Pope, were preferred against him. 
He was court-martialed, convicted, and _ sen- 
tenced to be “forever disqualified from hola- 
ing any office of trust or profit under the 
United States Government.” Since the sentence 
was imposed Mr. Porter has made every effort to 
have the case reopened. Last Winter Congress 
passed a bill * restoring’ Mr. Porter to the rank 
ot Colonel in the army. The President vetoed 
the bill. It was passed over his veto by the 
House in its closing days, but not by the Senate. 
The original sentence, therefore, stands. Mr. 
Porter isa Democrat, but nota member of any 
of the local organizations. Mr. Porter appeared 
before Mayor Edson at 3:45 yesterday afternoon, 
took the oath of office, 

The announcement of the nope of 
Gen. Porter appeared to greatiy surprise the 
other members of the Board of Police. A dis- 

atch from Capt. Steers, of the®City Hall Police, 
nformed them that Gen. Porter had been ap- 
pointed and had taken the prescribed oath of 
office before the Mayor, who had thereupon 
handed him his commission. Anticipating the 
advent of the new Comiunissioner to form- 
ally take possession of his office, Messrs. 
French, Matthews, and Mason remained 
at Police Headquarters until 5 o’clock in the 
evening, when Capt. Steers called and informed 
them that Gen. Porter would not appear until 
this morning, when Mayor Edson will accompany 
him to Police Headquarters and introduce him 
to his associates. Neither of the three Commis- 
sioners is personally acquainted with Gen. 
Porter. President French yesterday vacated 
the rooms which he has occupied since his con- 
nection with the department, and was installed 
in those which had been used by Mr. Nichols. 
Gen. Porter will probably occupy the rooms 
vacated by Mr. French.

~ iene and complaints have been very gen- 
eral, 

A public meeting was held on Monday even- 
ing in New-Brighton to protest against the in- 
adequate ferry facilities. There was a large at- 
tendance of commuters. Their opinions were 
expressed in very strong Janguage, and the 
sentiment against Mr. Wiman’s management 
was deep and general. Mr. Wiman, who was 
present, addressed the meeting, but he was fre- 
quently interrupted by sarcastic ejaculations 
He finally promised to restore the Summer time 
table. One gentieman asked if Mr. Wimupr con- 
sidered the boats employed were fit tor 
people to risk their lives upon in the high 
winds that frequently prevail in the Up- 
per Bay. The steamboat Adelphi was particu- 
jarly venounced as dangerous, rotten, and 
unseaworthy. Mr. Wiman replied that he did 
not know what the condition of the Adelphi was. 
The meeting then adopted resolutions demand- 
ing better boats, more trips, better heat, and 
more light on the boats, improved piers at the 
Staten Island landings, and the immediate with- 
dr.wal of the Adelphi. A committee was ap- 
pointed to employ counsel to commence action 
against the ferry managers to compel compli- 
ance with the resolutions. Yesterday Capt. Isaac 
Bunn, Superintendent of the North Shore Ferry, 
gave orders that the Adeiphi should be replaced 
by a stronger boat.

THE BRIG FAVORITE ENVELOPED IN A 
BLACK CLOUD FOR EIGHT HOURS. 


The schooner Euphenia A. Hayes, which 
left Fernandina for Port Spain on Oct. 8, put 
into this port in distress yesterday. Capt. Hayes 
reports that a violent gale set in on Oct. 13, when 
in lattitude 31° and longitude 73° 30’. For five 
days the storm continued. The headgear was 
carried away anda leak was sprung.

Capt. Haman, of the brig Favorite, which 
arrived yesterday from Martinique, states that 
on Oct. 14 and 15 he met with severe storms. 
During the afternoon of Oct. 16 while the vessel 
was hove to on the port tack in a violent sea 
the wind began to back around. At7P. M. the 
brig was suddenly —- in a thick, black 
cloud. At that moment a hurricane from 
northward struck the vessel. She ran 
before the wind under bare poles for 
eight hours. In the meantime the crew 
could see nothing but the black 
cloud which enveloped the vessel. The roaring 
of the tempest was terrific, but the vessel be- 
baved well and managed to weather the hurri- 
cane. Capt. Haman says that the wina must 
have blown at the rate of from 90 to 100 miles an 
hour. The approach of the storm was indicated 
by the atmosphere, but the barometer did not 
fall until the hurricane had struck the vessel. 

Capt. Thompson, of the schooner Sunlight, 
from Demerara, reports a hurricane from south 
to north on Oct. 15, in latitude 27° 30’ and longi- 
tude 69°.
